Senator Robert 
Marion LaFollette, like Gompers. also left the noisy and con¬ 
tentious atmosphere of Washington, D. C.. and went to 
"Atlantic City by the Sea" to decide what part he was to 
play in the national campaign this year. There wero demands 
from all sections of the land for the organization of the 
class Farmer-Labor Party. LaFollette knew of these 
demands. He had been advised of the situation by William 
Mahoney, chairman of the Arrangements Committee of the 
June 17th St. Paul Convention. But. like Gompers and his

Soon the cumbersome legal machinery of the| 
government will be set In motion to ratify the 
amendment to the constitution proposed by the 
house and senate for the control -of' the labor power 
of individuals untfor eighteen .years of age. 

After six years M unsuccessful efforts to enact 
a law regulating t\\c employment of children in 
industry and on thft farm, the various labor and 
social reform groupsy^re now in a position to get 
all the blessings of gotfrrnment aid in their behnlf. 
We do not w.jnt to discourage the hopefuls. Yet 
there is much- truth in the statement that to be 
forewarned is fo lie forearmed. 

The proposed 'Amendment is to be plared before 
the states for ratification either by their legisla¬ 
tures or special constitutional conventions. Ac 
rcptance of the senate measure by three-fourths of 
the states is a condition prerequisite to its becom¬ 
ing the fundamental law of the land. This is a 
long and painful process. Besides, there is no tell 
ing what inay happen to the measure when it gets 
into the hands of the legislatures which are only 
puppet shows of the southern cotton and textile 
interests. Strong opposition will also lie encoun¬ 
tered in certain northern states. 

Should tlie necessary three-fourths not lie sc 
cured, then the movement for the regulation of 
tlie employment of children will be put bnok for 
years. The supreme court has knocked out as un 
constitutional two so-called child labor laws. A 
defeat in the effort to. put over the amendment 
will lie disastrous. At best, even if the states 
accept the proposal to amend the constitution, 
then the country will lie confronted with the tusk 
of enacting specific legislation. More time lost 
in controlling the grinding of children's lives into 
fabulous profits for the employers and in a con¬ 
tinuation of the exploiters’ policy of underpaying

The Bankruptcy of LaFollette 

LaFollettn’s 'idea of “purgirg” the Bepnblican 
party has demonstrated its complete bankruptcy. 

With the almost unanimous casting aside of the 
LaFollette program by the Bepnblican convention, 
the Wisconsin, senator has come another stefc 
nearer his disappearance as a political force in the 
country.

ers of this country meet In a historic mo¬ 
ment If our convention fulfills Its duties to 
the workers in the industries and ths work- 
art upon ths land, it* will mark ths begin¬ 
ning of a new epoch In the history of this 
- country—the epoch of ths triumphant march 
of ths workers and farmers toward tha goal 
of the abolition of exploitation by special 
privilege and the establishment of a Work¬ 
ers’ and Farmers’ Government. 

We stand face to face with a new situa¬ 
tion in the life of this nation. During the 
last half century there has grown up in this 
country a ruling, group which has fastened 
its grip upon the means of wealth produc¬ 
tion and distribution and which uses its 
privileged position for the purpose of amass¬ 
ing great w* a| th for itself at the expense of 
those who produce the wealfh in the indus¬ 
tries and upon the land. 

During the great world war, this group of 
exploiters consolidated its power. It made 
the government of our country even more 
completely an instrument to carry out its 
will. It uses that government to uphold and 
maintain its special privileges and to make 
easier its exploitation of the masses who 
work and produce wealth. Never before in 
this country has the government been so 
openly the agent of Wall Street. It is the 
agent of Wall Street and the financial oli¬ 
garchy in alt its legislation affecting the 
internal affairs of the country. It Is the 
—agent of Wall-Street in using the army -and 
navy for the purpose of safeguarding the 
investments and securing new fields of in¬ 
vestment for the capitalist exploiters in 
foreign lands. 

America has become the most highly de¬ 
veloped example of a small exploiting privi¬ 
leged class with its grip upon the throats 
of millions of people and amassing great 
wealth at the expense of their happiness and 
well-being. 

The ruling class has its political expres¬ 
sion in the Republican and Democratic par¬ 
ties. The administrations of both these par¬ 
ties serve special privilege alike. 

The exploiters carry on their schemes for 
their own enrichment unchallenged because 
the political power of the group which suf¬ 
fers under this exoloitation is unorganized. 

The interests of the industrial workers, 
the interests oMhe agricultural laborers, the 
interests of the working farmers, are in 
direct conflict with those of the class which 
today is in power and has unchallenged con¬ 
trol of the government. Yet, the industrial 
workers, the agricultural laborers, the work¬ 
ing farmers, have no political party thru 
which they can challenge the rule of their 
exploiters and carry on the struggle to 
establish their own power in the govern¬ 
ment 

The great task which it is the duty of our 
convention to perform is to create for the 
industrial workers, the agricultural laborers, 
and the working farmers, a political party 
which will fight their battles. Suoh a polit¬ 
ical party can qnly be created if its platform 
expresses the economic interests of these 
groups. 

It is not sufficient that the representatives 
of the industrial workers and farmers should 
meet in convention, nominate candidates, 
adopt a platform and return to their homes. 
Our work will not be done unless we build, 
not only for the 1924 presidential elections, 
but also for the future. 

The work of wresting power from the 
ruling class in this country is not the work 
of one election campaign. Our victory can¬ 
not be won in the first struggle. We must 
build a powerful party which will fight today, 
and if it does not win today, can go on to 
new struggles until the day of victory does 
come. 

If we can build such a party In our con¬ 
vention! then indeed we will have served the 
producer* of this country well. We will have 
taken the first great stride on the road wo 
will follow until the day comes when the 
workers and farmers of this country will 
establish a Workers' and Farmers’ Govern¬ 
ment and use the power of that government 
for the producers of wealth and not to amass 
wealth for the privileged class.

"Many workers and farmer* of this country 
have looked to Senator LaFollette to lead 
the way In this struggle. The Workers Party 


has never shared this view. The Worker* 
Party recognized th* fact that Senator La 
Follette has naver represented th* economic 
Interests of the Industrial workers, the agri¬ 
cultural laborers, and the working farmers. 
There Is nothing in the program which Sen¬ 
ator LaFollette ofTere which will,free these 
groups from the grip of soecial privilege. 

Senator LaFollette still calls himself a 
Republican—a member of the party of spe¬ 
cial privilege. Senator LaFollette has taken 
his stand against ourConvsntlon and against 
the formation of a Party which will fight our 
battles. 

The struggles of the industrial workers, 
the agricultural laborers and working farm¬ 
ers against their exploiters cannot be built 
around an individual. No individual can 
lead the way to victory for them. It le only 
thru a mighty mass movement cloeety knit 
.together in a Workers' and Farmers’ polit¬ 
ical party, fighting the day to day struggle 
against special privilege, that victory will 
come. 

Senator LaFollette has elected to make hi# 
fight as an individual. He asks the workers 
and farmers to place their hopes upon him 
as an individual, in place of a strong party 
which will fight their battles. 

Even if Senator LaFollette represented the 
industrial workers, agricultural laborers, and 
working farmers—which he does not and 
cannot—these groups could not place them¬ 
selves at the mercy of an individual. They 
could not depend for the future development 
of their movement upon what Senator La 
Follette would do. They would have to 
organize a party to fight their battles if they 
were to safeguard their interests. 

With Senator LaFollette representing 
other economic groups, with Senator La 
FoHette still with one foot in the Republican 
Party, the workers and farmers in the St. 
PauLConvention can only say to him that he 
shall go his way and they will go their way. 
They will organize their party, they will 
make their fight, and build their party in the 
fight, and go on from struggle to struggle 
until they finally win their victory against 
the privileged class. It is ce/tain that victory 
will only be won thru a powerful political 
party and not thru supporting an individual 
like Senator LaFollette. 

The SL Paul Convention should select as 
its candidates a representative of the indus¬ 
trial workers and a working farmer who can 
stand before the exploited groups of pro¬ 
ducers as the embodiment of their interests. 
With such candidates and a party built on 
the same line, the Convention will fulfill the 
expectations of the great masses of work¬ 
ers and farmers-of this country who are 
looking to St. Paul for hope in the struggle 
against their exploiters. 

THE COMMUNISTS' PART 

The Communists organized in the Work¬ 
ers Party realize full well that the struggle 
against special privilege will be a bitter 
struggle and that the movement which is 
now in formation will learn in the experi¬ 
ences of the struggle a step forward in policy 
which must be made before the fight can be 
won. The Communists know that out of the 
experiences of the struggle will come the 
knowledge that the workers and farmers 
must take control of the governmental 
power and use it against their class enemie*, 
the exploiters, in order to abolish the entire 
system of capitalism before the fight will be 
ended. 

While clearly conscious of this ultimate 
outcome of the fight against the exploiting 
group, the Communists believe that the 
Farmer-Labor movement it the first great 
step forward of the producers in this coun¬ 
try. They are willing to co-operate whole¬ 
heartedly in the building of a Farmer-Labor 
Party that will represent the class interests 
of the industrial workers, the exploited 
farmers, and agricultural workers. It is be¬ 
cause the Communists clearly understand 
the forces which are developing in American* 
political life that they have thrown all their 
energy and strength into helping build a 
Farmer-Labor Party. They have co-operated 
with and are ready to continue to co-operate 
with all those who are in earnest in the 
struggle against special privilege and the 
building of a movement that will represent 
th* political power of th* producing class**.

.“I am aa atheist!" proclaimed Na¬ 
than Leopold defiantly as he faced 
hi* Inquisitor*. Here eras fuel for an 
th* religious fanatics who search the 
newspaper for horrible examples. A 
youthful murderer, a cold-blooded 
criminal and a self-styled atheist, wh* 
declares that we most have gods and 
devil* to frighten th* workers with. 

Of course the rabbis made use of It 
afainst the irreligious: the orthodox ' 
against the reform Jeers; the gentiles . 
against all Jews; the Christians 
against the atheists. And the Ku Klux 
Ktan chuckled audibly. 

Atheists In Minority. 

Tet It these venerable gentlemen, 
with their admirable piety, were to ex¬ 
amine the jails of today t&ey would i 
find the atheists by no means In the 
majority. 

Bays Professor W. A. Bonger of Am¬ 
sterdam In his "Criminality and Eco¬ 
nomic Conditions": "The first place"

criminality of different religions) "Is 
almost always held by the Catholics, 
the second by the Protestants, and 
then come the Jews (except In cases 
of receiving stolen goods, etc l. and

This hardly proves the contention of 
our pious fslesds, that lack of faith 
In a dictatorial God, who meles out 
reward and punishment like an old- 
fashioned schoolmaster. Is the causa 
of most crime*. 

Rallglonlsts Aplenty. 

In the Cook county jail the report * 
for 1922 shows that the total number 
of atheists was 307. while the number 
of religious Inmates, ranging from 
Confuclonlsts and Catholics to Chris¬ 
tian Scientists, was 3.382. In othsr 
words, the Irreligious represented 
2 5-10 per cent of the total; the re- , 
llgtous 98 4-10 per cent. 

Undeniably tho Catholics are more 
strongly Influenced by their religion 
than those who profess other creeds. 
Yet of these prisoner*. 4.253. nearly 
50 per cent, were Catholics, with th* 
certainty of a future on a diabolical

The capitalist preea never lived np to its reputa¬ 
tion as a perverter of facta and purveyor of false¬ 
hood better than in its treatment of the Bt Paul 
convention.

Several of the best 
liars in the country were in Chicago, Washington 
and 8t Paul. Tired radicals, discredited labor 
fakers and pulpitless preachers who turned from 
God to the workers for a meal ticket delivered 
themselves of weighty pronounceamentos. 8t 
Paul would lizzie. It would go on the rocks. 

Then from the twin cities came the news that 
the Communists were not admitted to the conven¬ 
tion. This was the biggest whopper of the lot 
It is a poor tale that is not adorned by a' moral 
and the moral of this story is: If you want to 
learn the truth about the labor movement read 
your own paper, the DAILY WORKER. 

MacDonald's Foreign Policy 

Mexico is now a school room in which the British 
Labor Party government is giving an excellent 
lesson in the art of serving capitalism, while osten¬ 
sibly concerned with the rights and welfare of the 
working class. It is only fair to the British La¬ 
bor party government however to state that the 
great majority of them have long since eliminated 
the class struggle and all that goes with it from 
their political curriculum. But when Ramsay Mac¬ 
Donald took over the foreign office, well meaning 
American liberals thought a new departure would 
be initiated in the relations between the British 
Empire and other countries. 

The fpreign policy of Britain however, remains, 
the same under the so-called labor government as 
under, the Tories and Liberals. Hence the Mexi 
can cripia. 

Great Britain has not yet recognired/the Mexi 
can government. The British agent in Mexico was 
carrying on propaganda against Mexico. It is well 
known that British money was back of the recent 
abortive l)e La Huerta counter revolution. The re 
volt was also backed by the^landed aristocracy of 
Mexico and by the Catholic church. 

A Mrs. Rosalie Evans, born in Texas and mar 
ried to an Englishman, owns a big ranch in Mexico. 
8he has refused to recognize i^exican laws and has 
turned her hacienda into a fortress. The British 
agent is supporting her in the war against the 
Mexican guvernment and his efforts have been en¬ 
dorsed by Ramsay MacDonald. The Mexican gov¬ 
ernment ordered his deportation, after having ex¬ 
hausted its patience, but the British propagandist 
and agent provocateur refuses, flys the British flag 
over his headquarters and challenges the Mexican 
government to remove him. 

The crime committed by the Mexican republic 
wgs its refusal to turn the wealth of the nation to 
the British oil companies at the head which is 
lx>rd Cowdrey. ltamsay MacDonald aB Veil ns the 
liberal and Tory governments that preceded him, 
because of this fact, refuses recognition and main¬ 
tains an agency in Mexico to foster rebellion 
against the regularly constituted government of 
that republic. 

The British Labor Party government is here 
shown playing the role of defender of the interests 
of the British capitalists in Mexico as it does In 
England and all over the world. 

Moscow is credited by some of its enemies with 
having distorted notions of the condition of the 
revolutionary movement here and the weakness of 
the government. Let us hope that the reports of

When, the Fascisti came to power, it was over 
the prostrate body of the Italian worklngelsaa 
movement By the use of murder and anon, the 
black shirt bandits were able to almost completely 
crush out of existence the economic organisations 
that it took the workers decades to build. The 
Fascisti were able to do this because of the failure 
of the reformist socialists to take action until it 
was too late. Even then they did nothing. They 
refused co-operation irith the .Communists in g 
united, front against the Fascisti, who were 
financed by the big bourgeoisie. 

After the black shirts seised power, they in¬ 
stituted the severest terrorism against the Com¬ 
munists. For a time thi socialists were not serious¬ 
ly interfered with. Mussolini, the bloody renegade 
dictator purchased some of the yellow leaden and 
frightened the reat of them into submission. The 
rule of blood and steel was for a time in full sway, 
and the workers lay broken beneath the iron heel 
of Italian capitalism. 

But the Italian workers seem to be recovering 
from the demoralisation caused by the Fascisti 
murderers and the treason of their social demo¬ 
cratic leaders. They are again assuming the offen¬ 
sive in spots. Their morale is improving. The 
kidnapping and possible murder of the socialist 
deputy shows that the Fascist! are getting des¬ 
perate and the nation-wide anger that the latest 
black shirt outrage has aroused may be the spark 
that will serve to fan the flames of the smouldering 
fires of Italian class struggle into a blaze that 
will raxe the rotten structure of Fascism to the 
ground and with it the capitalist government of 
that country. 

Lawless America 

One of Wall Street’s battleships, while practic¬ 
ing for the next war off the coast of California had 
an explosion which resulted in the death of <8 
sailors. According to the evidence so far produced, 
the accident wns due to the inefficiency and neg 
ligence of the ship officers. After the first explo 
sion the ship wandered almost around the harbor 
until one of the guns went off accidentally, and but 
for the fact that the big fourteen-inch rifle was 
pointed seaward, the shot would have inflicted con 
siderable damage on the city of San Pedro. 

To offset public indignation against the nuvu 
officers for their criminal negligence, a gang >>i 
hoodlums inspired undoubtedly by the business 
elements and open shoppers, raided a meeting 
place of the Industrial Workers of the World, 
wrecked the hall, scalded two girls with boiling 
water, tarrfed and feathered seven men and left 
them in a dying condition, and severely injured 
twenty men and one child. This was the way in 
which the gallant sailors vented their wrath on a 
group of workers who had no more to do with the 
accident than Julias C*sar. 

One hundred and fifty hoodlums took part in 
the raid and not one of them was arrested. The 
local police were evidently in collusion with the 
raiders. The local palters justify the attack alleg¬ 
ing that the I. W. W. planned to blow up the 
morgue in which the dead victims of West Point 
naval officers were lying. 

Of course this was an absolute falsehood, fostered 
by the naval officers and their capitalist allies, 
calculated to kill two birds with one stone, glut 
their hatred on the I. W. W. and divert attention 
from the catastrophe.

Force and Violence 

The capitalists and the different brands of fak¬ 
ers, liberal and labor, who are the allies of the capi 
talists against the radicals seek to poison the 
minds of the workers against the communists by 
making it appear that the latter advocate the use 
of force as a method of advancing the interests of 
labor to the exclusion of all other forms of action. 

The communists do not hesitate to say that the 
use of force is inevitable in a period of revolution. 
No ruling class has ever surrendered its power 
without a resort to force and the rulers of today 
are at least asMblood thirsty as any of their prede¬ 
cessors and have more to lose by the change' from 
the present system of exploitation and production 
of wealth for profit to a system under which wealth 
will be produced for the use of the producers and 
not for the-profit of a few, as is the case today. 
That the capitalist class will resist this change by 
force no one who is honest and intelligent will 
deny. 

The capitalist class murdered millions of the 
flower of the world's manhood during the murder 
carnival that was let loose when the bngles of war 
sounded in Europe in 1014 until the fake truce was 
signed in 1918.

The Missing Link 


The Chicago Tribune regrets that the platform 
on which the corpulent G. O. P. will stand on in 
the next election campaign has missed a plank 
calling attention to the injunction evil. Had such a 
plank been included “labor support would have 
. been more definitely secured,” says the organ of 
Big Business. 

We never expect a sense of honor from a cap¬ 
italist paper but one is justified in expecting that 
an occasional flash of humor might enter the brain 
of the hired hack who turns his master’s ideas into 
editorials. 

One might as well expect a prosperous bootleg¬ 
ger to join the Anti-Volstead League, or a holdup 
man to favor the arming of all civilians as to ex¬ 
pect the anti-labor injunction experts who wrote 
the republican platform to wallop the injunction. 

Ho, Mr. Tribune, the workers are easily enough 
fooled and many of them will vote for the Coolidge- 
Dawrs strikebreaking ticket, but they are learning 
fast, both from their experience with the two in¬ 
junction parties of capitalism, democratip and re¬ 
publican, and from the propaganda of such pa¬ 
pers as the DAILY WORKER that there is no 
hope-for them in either party, and the seductive 
promises made to them by those parties before 
election will no longer prevent them from causing 
their lot with their own party, the Farmer Labor 
party. 

Ford's Philanthropy 

Office employes and executives of the Ford Motor 
Company in Detroit will go without their custom¬ 
ary two week’s vacation this year. Instead they 
will have Saturday off for twelve weeks. 

Henry is one of America’s most successful 
philanthropists. He startled the industrial world 
several years ago by putting his plant on a five 
dollar a day basis. Every worker in his plant did 
not get five dollars but the papers did not take 
the trouble to notice that little item. 

Ford made millions. He speeded up his work¬ 
ers. He introduced new efficiency systems. Fliv¬ 
ver* began to dot the landscape. Henry became so 
wealthy that he thought he could stop the Eur¬ 
opean war. Failing to accomplish that purpose 
he. declared war on the Jews and has not yet sus¬ 
pended hostilities, but the Jews ai% very much 
alive. That ia the kind of a war we like—a war 
where nobody gets hurt. 

Ford’s new scheme now begins to unfold. Henry 
put his factory employes on a five day basiB 
six weeks ago. His factory employes never had a 
vacation. Of course they only get paid for five 
days. If they can produce as many flivvers in five 
days as they formerly did in six, there is no good 
reason, says Henry, why his office force should 
take longer than five days to supervise production. 

There is no union among Ford’s employes. 
Henry can do jusj as he pleases with them. He 
is the champion robot maker of the United State* 
and apparently he has entirely escaped the atten¬ 
tion of the highly paid organisers of the American 
Federation of Labor. Henry has established the 
five day # work week with less pay for the work¬ 
ers but more profits for Henry. He is a great 
philanthropist! 


If the n&r class party of farmers and workers 
Isn't making a ripple in this G. O. P. JtckMrad 
land It is remarkable that the. lendln* capitalist 
papers in the country are watehing it thru the agree 
of their star scribes. At 8t Paul we find the 
Associated Press and its lesser rivals represented 
in the press box with'a score of reporter*' for the 
department storc-ndvertising-broadsheets. 

These capitalist scribes qra at e no rmous pains 
to declare—in one, (wo and three column artlelas 
—that the movement of workers and farmers is in 
danger of being “captured” by Communists. W* 
never knew before that they were concerned about 
the workers and farmers. How they are concerned 
enough to send out spurious interviews with- the 
temporary chairman and other prominent farmer: 
labor folks about this terrible danger. 

Faking interviews is old stuff for the brass check 
papers. But it doesn’t get over so well any more. 
The workers and farmers are hep. And all the 
faking that boss-controlled papers can do about 
“Reds” cannot change The facta under which the 

S prkera have to live. The miners whom Dqncan 
acDonald told about in his speech are. out of 
work—because of mismanagement by the capital¬ 
ists that the brass check represent 
The miners know that the same papers that are 
so devoutly alarmed at the danger to the farmer- 
labor movement recently howled for the blood of 
the Herrin workjas who resisted murderoqs com¬ 
pany gunmen and scabs. The same papers 
screamed for the rope for the Centralia loggers 
who shot fascist raiders. 

The working class wants jobs under decent con¬ 
ditions aud it wants safety. Those are its mini¬ 
mum wants. More and more of the worker-farm¬ 
ers waft a lot more. They want the full product 
of their toil. The Teapot Dome capitalist parties 
can satisfy none of the workers’ wants—because no 
party can serve two classes. So the producers of 
America have decided to get the government into 
their own hands. 

Wall Streets sees this danger to itself. That is 
why its kept press is on deck at St Paul in the 
hope of stemming the tide with a newspaper dam. 

It can’t be done. The class party is on its way: 
to power. 

Determined to Found a Party 

It has already been demonstrated in the 8t- Paul 
convention that the workers and farmers gathered 
there are determined to firmly establish a party of 
their own, a class party that will draw the line 
clearly and sharply against all the capitalist or¬ 
ganisations and their henchmen. 

This was demonstrated when, in the opening 
speech of temporary chairman, Wm. Mahoney, the 
convention gave a demonstration to the statement 
that this gathering was called to lay plans for 
taking the national government odi 6f the hands 
of the capitalists and putting it into the hands of 
the workers. No other point aroused the emotion 
of the delegates. 

It was demonstrated again when Senator Taylor 
of Montana, elected permanent chairman by an 
overwhelming vote, declared that this convention 
should not Hdjourn until it had formed a class 
Farmer-Labor party and named its candidates for 
national offices. The convention rose spontane 
ously in cheers to this statement. 

Again the 700 delegates expressed this determin 
ation when it greeted with an ovation the speech 
of Duncan McDonald, vice-chairman, who declared 
that no politician who still sat in the councils of 
the Teapot Dome parties should dominate this con¬ 
vention and prevent the formation of a Farmer- 
Labor party. “If La Follette reproaches us that 
we are reds, we reply, then you're a damned yel¬ 
low.” said McDonald amid cheers. 

Time after time, whenever occasion offered, the 
workers and farmers declared their undying oppo¬ 
sition to all the political institutions of capitalism, 
their determination to tear them down, and their 
intention to break here, once and for all, with all 
non-working-class organizations. 

Hail the battling workers and farmers at 8t- 
Paul! May they carry thru their high mission, un¬ 
shrinkingly and with a firm band! On with the 
struggle against the domination of Wall Street!

Since the 8t. Paul convention opened a deluge 
of lies was sent out on every capitalist press serv¬ 
ice in the country. A split was predicted. There 
must be a split at all costs. That was the burden 
of their song. The capitalists wanted the 8t. Paul 
convention disrupted at all costs. 

Why? The question is not difficult to answer. 
There were gathered there the representative* 
of the class conscious workers and farmers .who 
were determined that a break must be made with 
the old capitalist parties and a new class Farmer- 
Labor party organized that will lead the workers 
to freedom over the ruins of the capitalist system. 
The St. Paul convention wanted to act now, and 
not merely talk about what should be done il this 
or that labor faker or bourgeoise politician was 
willing. The workers and representative* of the 
exploited farmers at 8t Paul were not waiting 
for a political Moses. They believed in their own 
ability to solve their own problems. Had the con¬ 
vention been broken up the task of forming a real 
class Farmer-Labor party would be put off for an¬ 
other period and the takers of the C. P. P. A. could 
then follow their own sweet will on July 4, and 
drag the workers along at the tail of some bour¬ 
geoise politician’s political kite for another period. 

But the capitalist press ia disappointed. There 
was no split.

He, 
th* arch-paclflst, build* cruisers; he, 
th* friend ot Indie, threatens the In¬ 
dian revolutionary nationalists with 
force; he. the friend of the British 
working class, surrenders the house- 
lug problem for a proposal of tho lib¬ 
erals. He Is determined to bold to bis 
post. In order to convince the bour¬ 
geoisie of Great Britain that tbe Brit¬ 
ish Labor party is capable of assisting 
In capitalist reconstruction, despite 
what they had thot to- the contrary. 
He Is tolerated in office because the 
British capitalist Is suffering no In¬ 
jury at his hands. He was the tool to 
put across the recognition ot Soviet 
Russia; he le the flunkey to etata 
that Soviet Russia most come to 
terms with the labor government If 
th* aver hopes to arrange th* exist¬ 
ing differences. He talks In the same 
Impudent tone as Curxon would have 
spoken, only to be reproached aa a 
tory. _ Th* British bourgeoisie needs 
MacDonald tor a while longer; when 
he.no longer serves their purpose, he 
will be overthrown.

The postal workers d 


The Declaration of Independence enun¬ 
ciated a principle that every human being Is 
endowed with certain inalienable rights. 
Among these are the right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. These rights are 
today denied the great mass of people of this 
country by a privileged class which thru its 
economic and political power dominates the 
life of the people of this country. 

This privileged class has, thru the organ¬ 
ization of trusts, thru interlocking director¬ 
ates. thru the great hanking institutions of 
Wall Street, concentrated control of the eco¬ 
nomic life of the country in the hands of a 
financial oligarchy with its headquarters in 
Wall Street. It uses its power to amass great 
wealth for itself at the expense of the hap¬ 
piness and well-being of the farmers and in¬ 
dustrial workers who are the producers of 
the wealth of this country. 

In order to maintain its privileges and to 
aid in its exploitation of the farmers,and 
industrial workers, this privileged class has 
fastened its grip upon the government It 
uses the legislative, executive and Judicial 
branches of the government alike as instru¬ 
ments In its service to secure greater and 
greater profits and to amass k greater and 
greater wealth. 

It has used bribery and corruption to steal 
from the people the natural resources of the 
country. . 

Thru, raids upon the public treasury dur¬ 
ing the war and in the settlement of war 
contracts it has looted the geople of hund¬ 


reds of millions if not billions of dollars. 

The legislation passed by Congress is 
cleverly designed to increase the profits of 
the privileged class. It has driven millions 
of farmers from the land thru its financial 
manipulations. 

it uses the courts to strike down the in¬ 
dustrial workers who dare to carry on the 
struggle for better wages and working con¬ 
ditions. 

It uses the police power and soldiers 
against the same industrial workers who 
seek to secure from industry the mehns in 
wages sufficient for a decent standard of 
living. 

It has created governmental wars which 
have no other purpose than to keep the 
workers in subjection and make impossible 
the realization of their aspirations for a 
higher standard of living. 

It uses the Supreme Court to protect Its 
propertied interests and its right to bring 
process against the welfare of the millions 
who produce wealth. 

It maintains a great army and navy for 
the purpose of protecting its investments in 
foreign lands and coercing weaker govern¬ 
ments in the interests of the Wall Street 
financial oligarchy. 

It has not hesitated and will not hesitate 
to throw this country into war and sacrifice 
millions of lives and millions of wealth in 
order to protect its financial interests and in¬ 
crease its opportunity to make profits.

In the Supreme Court decision ln 
the case ot the People vs. Sweeney 
and Bartlett the court reviews a labor 
case which Is very much to the point 
Frame Firemen Who Talked. 

On February 1», 1111, an explosion 
occurred ln the rear of a laundry on 
the North Side. On May II James 
Sweeney, a member of the stationary 
firemen's union, was arrested and 
questioned ln connection with the ex¬ 
plosion. Sweeney tried to talk him¬ 
self out of the hands of the oops. 

Instead of talking himself out of 
their hands he talked himself Into the 
"goldfish room." He was held till the 
12nd of May. Then he was taken to 
the deteettve bureau, 
i Death-Threat by Polios. 

< While taking him across the street 
from the Central station, one of the 
detoctlvea In whose charge he waa 


ed to show bias the “goldfish.” 

In the meantime the police had ar¬ 
rested Harry Bartlett and given him 
the "goldfish," declaring that Sweeney 
had eoa fe e s e d . Before giving Sweeney 
the “goldfish” on the 22nd the police 
told him to "kick thru” because Bart¬ 
lett had confessed. 

Whan Sweeney refused to talk they 
struck him and dragged him about the 
room by the hair. He waa beaten at 
intervals of aa hour for nearly a. day. 
Then he told the police a story. From 
what he told them the police were 
able to build a case against both him 
and Bartlett 

Then the police by using the “gold¬ 
fish” and Sweeney's yarn forced a 
story from Bartlett which Implicated 
a man named Andrew Kerry. When 
Bartlett and Sweeney were tried their 
lawyer Insisted on getting Into the 
reoord the fact that the alleged "con¬ 
fessions” had been forced ont ot them. 

The Judge ruled that they could be 
Introduced Into evidence. After the 
trial an appeal waa taken and tho 
Supreme Court reversed the decision 
of the lower court. 

Tortured Into Fake “Confession." 

It later turned out that Sweeney 
and Bartlett were Innocent and had 
confessed only to save themselves 
from further torture. Thinking they 
would tell a little and possibly get 
away they were beaten more and more 
and forced to Invent details to save 
themselves from worse torture. 

In the Supreme Court review of the 
ease, Mike Hughes, chief of detectives, 
who told the council police committee 
the other day that he had never seen 
a man beaten was named as one of 
those administering the "goldfish."

Your Union Meeting 
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Fakers Becoming Bankers 

With the announcement that the building trades 
union officials of Chicago are launching another 
“labor bank” it becomes evident that this mania Is 
taking ever more dangerous proportions. The 
"labor banka” already in existence, some fifteen of 
them, are bad enough. But what will we have 
when the hard-boiled building tradesmen get into 
the game? The railroaders control their unions in 
small measure, but compared with some of the 
building trades and such unions as the teamsters 
of Chicago that elect their officers for life, they 
hare democracy itself. Add to the present powers 
of these bureaucrats the control of great finances, 
in close co-operation with the big banks and thence 
with Wall Street, and it seems that the day of real 
fighting labor unionism is on the wane until the 
rank and file bestir themselves. 

What can be expected from these “labor banks” 
is seen in the case of the ones in Cincinnati and 
Washington, where the earliest and biggest de¬ 
posits were made by Railroad Corporations. The 
Baltimore and Ohio Railway, which has since en¬ 
tered into a co-operation plan that ties the unions j 
up in a thousand other ways, began its collabora¬ 
tion by'making huge deposits in “labor banks.” j 

A multitude of new channels for exerting pres¬ 
sure upon the unions are thus made available to 
the employers. And by the same token, a multi-j 
tude of means for corruption, devious and hidden 
and defying all efforts to bare them. With thej 
manipulations of a banking business the unions! 
will soon find that they have been emasculated, 
corrupted, and tied up with the worst phases of a 
rotten capitalist system. The revolt against this 
treachery will be a hard and bitter struggle, and 
the sooner the union members wake up to the 
menace, that much sooner will they overcome the 
danger. 

The Gold Dust Twins 

In Madison Square Garden, New York, meets 
today the twin of the Cleveland gathering of two 
weeks ago. Democratic politicians, gathered from 
the halls of Tammany, the plantations of the 
south, and the underworld of all of the big cities, 
will discuss “affairs of state” and who is going to 
appoint postmasters, sign deeds to public land, 
apportion the rewards for “open shop” service, 
and generally sweep up around the offices of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 

Of course the Gold Dust Twins, the Democratic j 
and Republican parties, are not exactly alike. The 
most striking difference is, that one is in and the 
other out That is why one selects the cipher 
Coolidge by almost unn'nimous vote, while the 
other will battle long and ardently before it knows 
upon whom the lightening of Wall Street favor! 
will strike. 

There are other differences also. The republi¬ 
can twin, more forthright and frank, picks Dawes 
for second place, a banker, a fascist, an “open 
shopper,” and an appointee of Morgan. The dem¬ 
ocratic half of the Wall Street pair will consider 
such men as Berry, similar to Dawes in every re¬ 
spect except that he holds the title of president of 
a labor union instead of president of a bank. That 
is, the democratic twin is the more dissembling 
of the two. 

Each of the twins will denounce the other as dis¬ 
honest, as corrupt, as the servants of predatory 
interests; each will proclaim its allegiance to the 
“peepul.” The battle will be long and loud, but 
the projectiles hurled about will be feather pil¬ 
lows that will fall harmlessly upon the chuckling 
manipulators of the entire show, the men who 
sign the checkB to pay for the entertaining circus.

The Tory and Liberal parties of England have 
no more economic justification for separate exist¬ 
ence today than the Republican and Democratic 
partiee in the United States. It is quite within 
the bounds of possibility that the left wing liberals 
will, in the near future, line up with the Labor 
Party which is essentially liberal and not labor, 
and that the more conservative liberals will join 
the Tories. 

The contenders for the leadership in this com¬ 
bination are Lloyd George and Winston Churchill. 
Both are brilliant and unscrupulous politicians. 
British capital does not fear the leadership of 
Ramsay MacDonald but it fears the masses who 
are behind the Labor Party. It must therefore 
organize its forces better than now on the politi¬ 
cal field in order to cope with the coming menace. 


The victory of the Left Bloc in France promises 
to be short-lived. It is true Millerand was ousted 
and Herriot, leader of the left bourgeoisie is pre¬ 
mier. But a conservative very close to the Poin¬ 
care group was elected president and another 
conservative, Justin de Selves was elected presi¬ 
dent of the senate. Herriot’s majority in the 
chamber of deputies is not impressive and it is 
not likely that he can command a firm majority in 
the senate. Another election within a short time 
is not improbable. 

Before Mussolini’s latest murder got out and 
caused the present turmoil his stocks were high 
in Europe and thruout the world. Ambitious pol¬ 
iticians in Jugo-81avia egged on by the capitalists 
were preparing to start a regular fascisti dictator¬ 
ship, take over the government by force, and dis¬ 
solve the political organizations that lead to dia 
unity. But we doubt very much in view of the 
latest developments whether Mussolini will be 
snch a tin god from now on.

Telephone system. This organisation 
drive should include the telegraph¬ 
ers, telephone operators, and all 
crafts affiliated with the electrical 
workers. 

Johnson declared that if the Bell 
system then discriminated against 
union men, a general nation-wide 
strike thruout the Industry should be 
called In a fight to a finish for th* 
right of the Bell telephone employes 
to join th* electrical workers’ onion. 

In spite of tbe corrupt domination 
of Mike Boyle and his machine over

AGAINST PACT 
AND LEWfIS’ LAXITY 

Maas Meeting Call* for 
Stronger Action 

BELLAIRE. Ohio. June 25 —Miners 
of Eastern Ohio held a large maae 
meeting here In the theatre of the 
Miner*' Tempi* to dlaouaa way* and 
meant to aecure the enforcement of 
the present contract and union condi¬ 
tion* of employment, which tht coal 
operators.

News of the death yesterday of T. V. Powderly, 
famous as the head of the once-powerful Knights 
of Labor, closes a chapter in the history of the 
American labor movement that was colorful and 
rich in experience. First appearing as a labor 
official about 1875, he was appointed by the Indus¬ 
trial Brotherhood, forerunner of the Knights of"] 
Labor, as an organiser. He became head of the 
latter early in its career, and con tinned in thatl 
position until 1893. He furnished a remarkable | 
example of a conservative and even timid person 
leading a movement that was always radical, and 
at times revolutionary in its spirit. 

At a time when the Knights of Labor were pow¬ 
erful and the craft unions were quite weak (1885), 
it was largely the influence of Powderly which 
kept the Knights officially on the edge of the de¬ 
veloping eight-hour movement and allowed the 
craft unions to initiate the call for the general 
strike of May 1, 1886. And while the revolutionary 
spirit of the Knights had caused its members 
everywhere to throw themselves into the eight-hour 
campaign, so that it was really the Knights of 
Labor which made it as successful as it was, yet 
Powderly, in his official position as Orand Master 
Workman, was actively sabotaging it On March 
13, 1886, on the eve of the strike, he issued a se 
cret circular to the units of the organization, ad 
vising them to keep out of the eight-hour move¬ 
ment This had much to do with the rapid disin 
tegration of that once-powerful organization. 

Powderly completed the demoralization of the I 
Knights of Labor with his political manipulations 
along the classical lines of “rewarding friends." 
He consistently opposed independent political ac¬ 
tion and fought against the early attempts 
found a labor party. Setting the example fol¬ 
lowed since that time by so many “labor leaders,” 
he finally wormed his way into the lower circles 
of politics, accumulated an independent livelihood, 
and abandoned the labor movement 

Powderly as a leader of labor had been dead 
many, many years before his body was laid in the | 
grave. So much so, that the news of his death 
will come to thousands today as a distinct sur¬ 
prise—“I thot he was dead a long time ago,” said 
one unionist, whose astonishment mirrored the 
completeness with which Powderly had been left 
behind in the march of history. 


Three Views of McAdoo 


Discord in the Democracy 

News dispatches are filled to ores fl ow i ng with 
gossip a-but the bitter straggles waging between 
the factions ot the Democratic party. According 
to accounts the fight la taking on fanatical bitter¬ 
ness, threatening splits and all aorta of dire con¬ 
sequences, right on the ere ot an election which 
the democrats claim is theirs by default 

It is interesting to compare the discord now 
going on in the Democratic party, and the attitude 
of the capitalist press to it with the discussions 
that occurred a few months ago in the Russian 
Communist party. Every journalistic prostitute 
in the country was writing editorials showing how 
the debates between Zinoviev and Trotsky meant 
the downfall of the Soviet government and the 
liquidation of the revolution. It meant nothing 
of the kind, of course, and the discussions ended 
with unanimous decisions of the party congress. 

The same capitalist press today takes the dis¬ 
graceful controversies in the Democratic party as 
a matter of course. Quarrels about no principle 
whatever, involving nothing more sacred th/m the 
question of who will distribute the patronage, they 
indicate the extreme corruption and degradation 
of bourgeois politics in this, the age of capitalist 
decay. In the Russian discussions there was the 
breath of life, the spirit ot the working class solv¬ 
ing its problems and going forward united to new 
achievements—but the capitalist press wanted to 
see only decay. In the Democratic party squab ] 
bles there is the quarrel for booty, the spirit of 
graft and corruption of a decaying class rule-—but 
the capitalist press wants to see only a dignified 
difference of “principles.” 


Fight the “Open Shop” Drive 

A timely and much needed warning is contained 
i the statement issued by the national committee 
of the Trade Union Educational League, calling 
for united resistance to the campaign for wage 
cuts and increase of working hours now beginning. 
In the clothing, metal, railroad, textile, leather 
and most of the other industries, the capitalists 
are already using the industrial depression to 
slash into the workers’ standards of living. Noth¬ 
ing will prevent drastic losses to the working class 
except a great campaign to rouse the millions to 
fight 

It is idle to call upon the trade union leaders to 
do anything. The vast majority of these comfor¬ 
table gentlemen are trying to turn the unions 
into insurance societies, or into “co-operative” 
company unions; they are angling for political 
jobs, like Lewis and Berry; or they are plunging 
into Wall Street finance via the labor bank route. 
Their last concern is to help put up a battle 
against the employers. They are the agents of the 
employing class inside the labor movement. 

The Trade Union Educational League has gone 
to the only source of working class strength when 
it appeals to the rank and file to bestir themselves, 
take charge of their unions, and to themselves 
force the struggle for the protection of working 
conditions over the heads of their miserable mis- 
leaders. The working men must awake and fight 
for their own interests. No officials are going to 
do it for them.

Russian Timber 

Export# Increase 
Rapidly This Year 

CHITA. June 29.—1.000.000 cubic 
feet of wood were eaported from the 
Maritime Area during tho last year by 
the "Dollesa" (Far Eastern Timber 
Board) and about 1.000.000 cubic feet 
were exported by private persons 
during the same period. 75 per cent 
of the export went to Japan, and the 
rest to China. Most of the exports 
were raw material, only about 15 per 
cent being worked timber, tho timber 
exported by private persons was all 
raw material. 

Thla year, however, the exports are 
increasing Immensely: 20.000.000 cu¬ 
bic feet were ready for export by May 
1. One-third of It has been prepared 
on the atrength of contracts, while 
the other two-thirds will bo released 
on the markets. Japan will get *5 
per cent of thla amount, Chin*—25 per 
. cent and tho remaining 10 per cent

The diet of ham sandwiches con¬ 
tinued for several days and then was 
changed to corned beef.

The court overruled the objection and 
allowed all of the prosecution's exhib¬ 
its to be entered as evidence against 
the defendant.

Denunciations of the strikers were 
hurled at them by tigs indignant o«- 
flclals. and the men were urged to 
return to work. 

The striking shopmen, however, 
stood firm. Then came the storm of 
abuse from the capitalist pres*. The 
main thread, running thru the news 
items and the editorial articles of the 
entire British press—with the excep¬ 
tion of the labor organs—was that 
this strike was a Communist strike. 

Liberal Organs Spews Venom. 

Even that Incarnation of liberal 
“Impartiality,’* the Manchester Guard¬ 
ian. exhibited the same hysteria as 
Its less sedate sisters of the press. 
Not only did It hare a long article 
proving, by means of excerpts from 
the Communist and R. I. L. U. press, 
that the strike was a Communist one, 
but it even excoriated the strikers, 
in an editorial, for following the lead¬ 
ership of the terrible Bolsheviks. The 
proof that the strike waa planned and 
conducted by Communists consisted 
In the tact that the Communist offlclal 


that the higher offlclals of the Nation¬ 
al Union of Railwayman supported 
these allegations.

Each sort of candy 
goes thru a number of operaUon*. and 
the young workers are forced to keep 
pace with the speed of the machines. 

While asking one girl working In 
the cough drop department If It was 
possible to receive any Injury, ah* 
replied, "No,” but at th* same Ume 
narrowly escaped getting her fingers 
entangled In n machine performing 
four to live operations simultaneously.

i NEGROES TOLD 
KLAN ISSUE IS 
BIGGEST FIGlfT 

Must Crush Political Rim 
of 1CK. K.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 1— 
James Weldon Johnson. Secretary of 
the National Association tor ths Ad¬ 
vancement of Colored People. In an 
address at a maps meeting of the 
Fifteenth Annual Confidence of that 
Association, held at Metropolitan 
Opera House Sunday afternoon, urged 
Negroes In the United Slates to make 
the Ku Klux Klan the main Issue In 
the coming election. Mr. Johnson 
said: 

"The most imminent question be¬ 
fore the'American Negro at the pres¬ 
ent time Is that of his political respon¬ 
sibilities and opportunities. Tha big¬ 
gest single political Issue before him 
Is that of the Ku Klux Klan. Colored 
Americans should not bs lulled Into 
■ a feeling of security by the fact that 
the Klan Is seemingly no longer aati- 
' Negro. The Klan Is as much anti- 
Negro now as It was ths day It was 
organised. 

"At present It Is not spending much 
time in tarring and feathering or 
1 branding or mobbing Individual Ne¬ 
groes. It Is devoting Its energies to 
a bigger Job, the Job of gaining poli¬ 
tical power, of gitnlng control of gor- 
1 ernment. When t has done this. If It 
> succeeds. It will again turn Its at- 
I tentlon to tho Negro and It will then

\ Independence Day 

The historical significance of July 4th, and its 
revolutionary effects -upon the development of 
capitalism, lies in the fact that the breach between 
Sing George and his American colonies that gave 
birth to the United States of America, was the 
release of a young and rising class, destined for a 
time to rule the world, from the dead hand of 
feudal aristocracy. It was the birth of capitalism 
as the ruling system and in conjunction with the 
events thruout the world, consigned the rotten 
and worn-out system of feudalism to the waste 
basket of history. 

Today it is capitalism that has run its course 
and now stands as the obstacle to further progress. 
Capitalism, that in 1776 waa the regenerating and 
revolutionary force, is today threatening to 
destroy the world. 

In the dialectics of history America has come to 
another parting of tl\e ways, to the time for 
another declaration of independence. Today it is 
the capitalist class that chokes humanity; the 
class that is rising to power is the working class. 
It is the proletariat that today must cut all its 
connections with the dead past, must resolutely 
assert its class will, must take charge of society 
and usher in the new era, establish the new society. 

The decaying and corrupt capitalist class at¬ 
tempts to use the traditions of its birth, the asso¬ 
ciations of July 4th, to bolster up its tottering 
power. It tries to renew its youth by appealing 
to history. But the lesson of July 4th in history 
is not the reconsecration of capitalism’, but the 
inevitability of its downfall, of the necessity of 
the rise of the working class to power. The next 
independence day in our land will be the day of 
the establishment of the Soviet Government of 
America. 

Negro Emancipation 

After generations of chattel-slavery in America 
the Negroes were finally “emancipated.” Chattel 
slavery was abolished. The Negroes were given 
the privilege of working for wages, just like the 
white wage slaves, and another page was turned 
in Negro history. 

But a more important “emancipation” is now 
occurring. It is the emancipation of the Negroes 
from the domination of the capitalist, parties,Ohe 
breaking away from bourgeois thinking, the 
assertion of the Negroes as an integral part of the 
whole working class, white, black and yellow. We 
see this process of emancipation going on in the 
meetings of the National Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Colored People. 

Yesterday that organization adopted a resolu¬ 
tion, greeting the formation of a party opposed to 
both the republican and democratic parties, as a 
step toward the political and economic emanci¬ 
pation of the Negro. Both republican and demo¬ 
cratic parties were denounced as “catering to the 
Ku Klux Klan, that secret fomenter of religious 
• intolerance, race hatred and midnight murder.” 

The next step for the Negroes is to recognize 
that their problem is not strictly racial—it is part 
of the struggle between the working class and the 
Capitalist class. The Negro is suppressed because 
he bears the tradition of past slavery, and l)ecnuse 
it helps to keep ‘the working class divided and 
thus more securely bound in wage-slavery. The 
platform of the Parmer-Labor Party, in pledging 
its support to full economic and political equality 
for the Negro as an integral part of its struggle 
for the entire working class has shown the way 
to the Negro race in America. 

“The Men in the Back Room” 

Arthur Brisbane, a kept writer of the Hearst 
sheets, is supposed to be “in the know” on political 
matters. He wants his readers to think that all 
the mysteries of conventions and deals, candidates 
and platforms, are an open book to him. In the 
Hearst papers of July lsf^he speaks glibly of “the 
boys in the back room,” of going outside the con¬ 
vention "to get the real news,” etc. 

Yes, dear Mr. Brisbane, we know that the lair 
of the Im)>erial Wizard in the Hotel McAlpin is 
only one of innumerable “invisible empires,” all 
subject to the super-empire of the “boys in the 
back room” who have the direct wire from Wall 
Street. But what we want from you is not these 
stale generalities but some facts. ® 

Mr. Brisbane will not, of course, embarrass his 
superior officer* by disclosing any “deep stuff,” if 
by- chance they were so careless as to let him in 
on it. He is a discreet person. He must write 
knowingly and wink a sly eye to his audience. But 
actually to trace the wires that reach from 26 
Broadway and Wall Street to the Madison Square 
Garden—horror*. NO! That would be Bolshe¬ 
vism.. Only a Co mm unlit would be guilty of that

The meeting in Carnegie Hall, New York, is an 
outstanding case in point Arranged by the Ital¬ 
ian Chamber of Labor and allied organisations, | 
it was designed to be a very respectable demon¬ 
stration against “all dictatorship” and a humble 
call upon the president of the U. S. to send the 
Fascist ambassador home. To insure the orderly 
carrying out of the program only one loan Com¬ 
munist was allowed on the .long speakers’ list, 
Juliet Stuart Poyntx. But that one was enough 
for the vast crowd that filled Carnegie Hall. 

The great hall rang with a half-hour demonstra¬ 
tion in response to the Communist message de¬ 
livered by Juliet Poynts. Cheers for 8oviet 
Russia, for the Communist International, for the 
dictatorship of the working class, emphasised the 
protest against Fascism an<jf carried it on to a more 
positive note, the remedy for Fascism and all the 
ills of capitalism. All the judges, editors, liberals, 
and timid ones who had been packed upon thej 
platform to keep the meeting within the bounds of 
capitalist “respectability,” had no effect upon the 
masses of workers gathered there. The respec¬ 
table ones did not speak the thoughts and desires 
of the masses. Only the Communist message 
struck home and turned the meeting into 
flaming protest

The Communist International has ealled upon 
all its sections and affiliations to observe the tenth 
anniversary of the beginning of the World War 
with a week of demonstrations against capitalist 
war, against imperialism, and against the tredch 
. ery of the mis-leaders of lkbor, the socialists and 
trade union bureaucrats. This week of mobilising 
the minds of the workers against the next world 
slaughter will begin July 27th and end August -ith.

The next world war is conning swiftly upon us. 
And this time it is the capitalist class of the 
United States that will take the\ initiative, and 
that is today pushing its pawns about over the 
chessboard of the world in maneuvros for position 
in this coming war. The experts’ report on repara¬ 
tions is the assertion by American capitalism of 
hegemony over Europe, which will have to be 
sealed with the blood of American workers; the 
studied affronts to Japan are merely to give notice 
that American capitalism is preparing to assert 
its hegemony over the Far East, which will also 
find a war-baptism necessary. 

• The American ruling class has no illusions 
about the coming wars for the conquest of the 
world. Already they are beginning to mobilize the 
masses for the first battles. Remember how, in 
1916, Wall Street mobilized a nation-that passion¬ 
ately wished to keep out of the world slaughter; 
and slowly but surely pushed it in; recall the “pre¬ 
paredness parades” and the thousands of war- 
, incitements put across under cover of a fake 
pacifism 1 Today the same process is being begun 
on a larger scale. > 

Such is the meaning of the proposed “mobiliza- 
tion’Vto be carried out by the war department in 
September, when all the “patriots” are to-demon- 
strate their preparedness to “defend, their 
t country.” It io the old “preparedness demonstra 
dons” that ushered the United States into thej 
world war, all over again but this time with the 
U, 8. in the center of the world maelstrom. Where 
in 1916-1917 it presaged the slaughter of only some 
few hundred thousand American working-class 
youth, in 1924 the preparations for a world 
mean the desolation of the earth, the destruction 
of millions of men, women and children, not only 
in far-away Europe—but in America. 

In the putting over of this war-mania the 
capitalists of America make use of devious means. 
And one of these is the pseudo-pacifism of the 
churches, the petty-bourgeois peace societies, and 
the social-peace propaganda of the trade union 
bureaucrats. Under cover of the demand for peace, | 
tw agents of capitalism suck away the working- 
class militancy; they demand peace—between 
capital and labor. 

But this social peace means, above all, to deliver 
the working class helpless into imperialist war. 
Nothing can stop the slaughter of the wars of 
capitalism, except the class war of the workers 
for fhc overthrow of capitalist government, and the 
establishment of the workers’ government. The 
cry of the imperialists for war between nations can 
onlv be answered by the cry of the workers for 
the'war between the classes. The imperialist war 
must be turned into the civil war, through which 
the power of the exploiting class shall be broken. 

This is the meaning of the week of demonstra¬ 
tions on ^he tenth anniversary of the world war. 
Let every worker prepare to sprend the message: 
Against the imperialist war—-the class war! 
Against the experts’ report on reparations—the 
rebuilding of the world by workers’ governments ’. 
Against the capitalist dictatorship—the proletar¬ 
ian dictatorship!

Oil and Russian Recognition 

It was evident to all that when the British Labor 
Farty was allowed to form the Government, that 
this was because the capitalists of Grekt Britain 
had decided the time was come to recognize Russia 
It was good tactics to allow the Labor Party to 
do the job, as they could be thrown out at any 
time and another Liberal or ConBervative/govern- 
ment put in, uncommitted to any of MacDonald's 
promises. The reason for the decision to recognize 
Soviet Russia was largely based in the race for 
the world’s oil supply. Britain wanted to get hold 
of the oil in the Caucasus. Soviet Russia, without 
making promises, let Britain understand that 
recognition was necessary before this i could be. 
talked about. 

Now comes the news of what Britain expected 
get from Russia. Fortunately for the workers 
and_^>ea*ants of Sovietland, they have a govern¬ 
ment'of their own, that promptly turned down .the 
British offer. MacDonald’s so-called labor gov¬ 
ernment made the proposition to cancel the Czarist 
debts and Jnake a loan of some $200,000,000 to 
Russia, in return for 37 years’ control of the Cau¬ 
casus and Armenian ports, and'over the districts 
around Baku and Ratoum. This was to include 
administration of the territory by Anglo-Russian,,

THIS convention calls itself “progressive," but in an eco- 
* nomic tense It is the mo»t reactionary political conven* 
tion held thia year. 

The real struggle in this country today it between two 
militant groups—the great capitalists who dominate the eco¬ 
nomic life of the country and the workers who produce the 
wealth in the industries. The capitalists have a clear pro¬ 
gram, expressed by the republican and democratic parties— 
the monopolization of production for their profit. Against 
this there must be a clear-cut workers’ program for the 
socialization of industry. Between these two programs there 
is no tenable middle-ground. 

This convention stands for an impossible middle pro¬ 
gram. LaFollette's statement is a platform for another trust- 
busting campaign.

To this bewildered group Senator LaFollette, who wants 
to restore democracy in government, hands dowh a platform 
and ajjecision that he will run as the candidate of no party 
but aeah “independent progressive." The king has spoken.

The Workers Party will not support this backward¬ 
facing movement.

ALLIED RULERS 

70,000 State Employe* 
Fired by Zimmerman

VIENNA. July 7.—Au.tria has as 
Allied commissioner lu the labor-bait, 
lug Mayor Zimmerman of Rotterdam, 
ahd according to press reports every¬ 
thing la lovely In Austria and especial¬ 
ly Vienna. But the "atablllaatlqa and 
cleansing" ot Austria la at tbe ex¬ 
pense of the workers. 

Since the advent ot Zimmerman. 
70.000 employes In the state servloe* 
have been fired. The agreement with 
Zimmerman calls tor removal of 100,- 
000. Tho 30.004 yet to be removed are 
(or the most part relatives ot tha ad¬ 
ministration. There's the rub. Zim¬ 
merman wants the economy program 
carried out to the letter; the govern¬ 
ment does not want to remove 30,000 
relatives and friends ot men In high 
positions. 

The wages per week of the great 
bulk of the Austrian workers do not 
exceed 36. The unemployed, 100,000 
In number, receive hardly 32 a week.

At present I am working in the tractor works at 2000 West 
31st Boulevard. In all my experience with the Harvester oom- 
pany I have never earned more than 60 cents an hour. Generally 
my average is around 40 cents an hour. How can a man support 
a family of four decently when his average wages are thirty dol¬ 
lars or less every week? 

Bosses' Union. 

I attribute the low wages forced on the men to the vicious 
company union.

At last the democratic circa* at New York ha* 
ended. Those who looked forward to the .party 
of Woodrow Wilson becoming progressive have 
been keenly disappointed. From the platform 
down, every step takep by the convention, every 
resolution adopted, every word uttered, cver^ man- 
ouver engaged in, every blow struck by the bosses 
-has been in the interest of capitalist reaction. 

The apogee of reaction is of course reached in 
the choice of standard bearers. When John W. 
Davis was put over by the Brennan-Taggart- 
Haguc-Onffey alliance after the 100th or the 103rd 
ballot it was obvious that big capital has se¬ 
cured unquestioned and unquestionable domina¬ 
tion in the democratic party. The petty bour¬ 
geois interests, the agrarian interests, the cotton 
'interests of the South and the rising capitalist 
interests of the West have all been crushed by the 
“non-partisan” Wall Street group of the Eastern 
industrial area. 

John W. Davis is a sturdy, tried and true steed 
bred and trained in the filthiest stables of the big¬ 
gest business interests. Davis is entitled to wear 
the lmdge of capitalist reaction even more than 
Coolidge. Davis is a professional expert in the 
service of Wall Street. He is not only inclined to 
serve the ruling capitalist clique, but he is an 
adept at delivering the goods. Davis is not only 
the legal brains of the House of Morgan, but he is 
the international mainspring of the House of 
Rockefeller. Enjoying the backdoor confidence of 
the leading industrial and financial group in the 
country, Davis is the best possible man the demo¬ 
crats could have chosen to win the necassary finan¬ 
cial support for waging the coming campaign. 

The choice of Charges Bryan of Nebraska, cham¬ 
pion of sundry coal schemes and a handful of 
sham progressive measures, as a running mate for 
Davis, is a nseless attempt to appeal to the rural 
masses of the West and Northwest. Bryan is a 
third rate non-entity in national politics. He can¬ 
not prove a source of strength to the democrats. 
Brvan cannot serve effectively as a fig leaf for 
the nglv hand of big capital now clutching the 


The inpitalists nnd their apologists never tire 
of extolling the blessings of charity, in fact we - 
are told that otic of the advantages of the capital¬ 
ist system is that it provides a few with the oppor¬ 
tunity to favor the poor with their benevolence. 
These capitalist salesmen never tell ns that but 
for the benevolent activities of the capitalist class 
there would lie no poor to expend their benevolence ; 

Charitable institutions are continually trying i 
to alleviate the sufferings of those who fall vic¬ 
tims of the inequitable distribution of wealth un- 1 
der the capitalist system. Sometimes these char¬ 
itable institutions are everything but charitable. 
At best instead of trying to remove the cause of i 
poverty ami its attendant misery, they seek to 
make it endurable. 

Employers who pay their slaves starvation 
wages like to win renown for generosity by mak¬ 
ing an occasional donation to some charity. In 
return for a contribution they receive valuable ; 
publicity. While they rob their own employes ; 
they pose la-fore the public as good capitalists. 

The capitalist papers, as part of their continual 
drive for increased circulation run charitable 
drives. They :i|q>eal to the business elements. The 
Chicago Tribune is now running a drive fog free 1 
ice for the poor. It appealed to the business 
houses and they gave the plea a cold shoulder. It - 
complains feebly about their laxity. But it does 
not say that the capitalists are responsible for the 
condition that makes charity necessary. It does 
not tell the workers they must own and control 
the means of wealth production before they can 
eliminate poverty which the charity organizations 
feed on. 

The DAILY WORKER does not run charity 
drives. It tells the workers, the only class, strange 
to say, that is even in need of charity, to get the 
robber capitalists off its back. Instead of appeal¬ 
ing to employers to subscribe to charity funds. The 
DAILY WORKER advises the workers to organize 
and compel their employers to pay more wages. 
Instead of organizing camp* for the poor, The 
DAILY' WORKER urges the workers to fight for 
shorter hours and better working conditions so 
that they can have more time outside the factory 
to enjoy the fresh air with their families. The 
workers do not want charity. They want justice. 
They want the product of their labor. When they 
nt that then* will- be no .place for charjty.

Without question the decision in New York * 
makes the candidacy of LaFollette, more over¬ 
whelmingly than ever the candidacy of the middle 
class, of^fce small bankers, merchants, profes¬ 
sional men, and rich farmer*. YVhst there may 
have been of a labor tinge given to LaFollette by 
the C. P. P. A. gathering at Cleveland, is over¬ 
whelmed in the flood of aspiring young lawyers 
that will sweep into the LaFollette train and will 
file for office os “independents” under the LaFol¬ 
lette banner. 

It seems a shame that those poor ladles and 
gentlemen who had the ceremonial duty of ratify¬ 
ing the choice of Davis should have been held in 
New York for so long in the hot July weather. 
But that is the way things are done in the U. 8 . A., 
and things are done in the very best possible way 
in the best of All possible lands—etc., etc., etc. 

What Ails Justice? 

Attorney General Harlan F. Stone has jtf^t told 
the American Bar Association that the standards 
of justice were slipping fast in the United States. 
Mr. Stone attributes the “decline of Justice” in 
the last generation to the fact that men of insuffi¬ 
cient education and moral responsibility have been 
entering the law profession. He also proposes 
that the office of public prosecutor be taken out 
of politics. 

We have no quarrel with the attorney general 
as to his low estimate of American justice. In so 
far naAhe working class is concerned there is no 
such aqLnal like justice. The American courts 
have forNnany years been the stables of the sturdy 
steeds of capitalism. Our aristocarcy of the robe 
has become an aristocracy rivalling in tyranny the 
ruling agents of the dominant classes of the past. 

President Benjamin Harrison has once declared 
that “The principal function of the law is to keep 
the poor in subjection." This has been the his¬ 
tory of justice for the workers in capitalist Amer¬ 
ica. 

First of all, the whole system of justice and legal 
satisfaction is entirely too expensive for the great 
mass of workers and poor farmer* and is beyond 
their reach. One need not but examine the find¬ 
ings of the Carnegie Foundation for the Advance- * 
ment of Teaching on this phase of the law pub- i 
lished under the caption of "Justice and the Poor,” 
by Reginald Hebef Smith. J 

Then it would be the nethermost .point of. fool¬ 
hardiness to expect the judges who stick their legs 
under the tables of the financial magnates every i 
night to render a fair deal to the workers in the * 
morning. The report submitted by the Lockwood *’ 
Housing Committee in New York affords over- , 
whelming evidence of the harshness of the treat- c 
ment accorded to the poor and the gentle manner " 
in which the rich are handled by the courts. An I 
examination of the recent decisions, from the 1 
Supreme Court down, affecting labor disputes re¬ 
veals the fact that justice and strikebreaking ore 1 
synonymous. 

But what does Mr. Stone, the “liberal” attorney , 
general propose? He wants men more represents- i 
tive of the rich, even more responsive to the needs 
and demands of the capitalist class, to fill the law n 
profession. He would further centralize the legal t> 
system and remove even further from the masses 1 
the various departments of justice by making such * 
offices appointive. Justice is now hollow nbstrac- a 
tion. It is an expression and an outgrowth bf class c 
relationships. True to his class, the new attorney r 
general would “save” American justice by making jj 
it function more effectively against the workers. * 
- p

The students dress poorly and get 
little to eat. and one cannot help 
noticing this.

HALF A DOZEN I 
AUSTRIAN BANKS 
COLLAPSE DAILY 

Financial Scandal Stir* 
League Ruled Nation 

By LOUIS P. LOCHNER, 
Fedsreted Prase Staff Correspendent. 

VIENNA. July 14 — Every day in 
Vienna halt a dozen or more banks go 
on the rocks. The bank scandal In 
Austria is as real as the oil scandal 
in the United States. 

Before the war there were seven 
major banks in the whole Austrian 
empire. Now little German-Austrta 
has 64 major banks, with 1.600 branch 
banks. These branches seem to ex¬ 
ist solely to Interest every class in 
Austria In/speculation. One specialty 
was to offer stock in concerns In oth¬ 
er countries, the prospective purchas¬ 
ers being assured that with the gen¬ 
eral return of Europe to normalcy 
these securities would rise tremen¬ 
dously In value. Many concerns were 
even then on the rocks, so that the 
sale of their paper was a pure swindle. 

The government encouraged the 
banks by loaning them money which 
they used for speculation. The gov¬

Debs Deserts the 
Class Struggle v 

William Z. Foster, Communist candidate for president 
on the Workers Party ticket, has addressed a stinging re¬ 
buke to Eugene V. Debs, who has officially endorsed the In¬ 
dependent candidacy of Senator LaFollette for the presl- 
v dency. Foster's letter to iJebs, In full, follows:- 

Chicago, July 15, 1924 

E7UGENE V. DEBS: — Your statement in support of La 
Follette, which appears today in the'capitalist preee, it 
an astounding document. In spite of the indications pre¬ 
viously given that you would allow Hillquit to carry the 
socialist party Into the camp of the Wisconsin senator, your 
complete capitulation to this petty-bourgeois reformer will- 
come as a shock to thousands of workers, who ‘look 
upon you as an enemy of the capitalist system. 

But what will the worker*, who have followed you for so 
many years in building up some semblance of independent 
political action, now think when you abandon it all and give 
your unqualified endorsement to the personal campaign of 
an individual who is not only NOT a Socialist, but is an 
avowed anti-eocialiet? What will they think when they see 
this personal candidacy,, with your endorsement, destroying 
all the traces of independent political organization built up 
thru years of painful effort? 

You seem to believe that La Follette will, in some unspeci¬ 
fied future, help you to build a labor party. Did he give any 
signs of such intentions at Cleveland? Decidedly not! He 
did not allow the convention to write a word of his program, 
or to have a word to say at to Candidates, not even the vice- 
presidentiaHcandidacy. He acted part of an absolute 
dictator. He it pledged to align himeelf with old party politi¬ 
cians of both the capitalist parties; He dealt a death blow at 
the great rank and file labor party convention in St. Paul and 
already he Is setting up hi* machinery in the various states to 
destroy and wipe out the budding labor parties that were 
being built, Substituting therefore a parody of the old partis* 
with lawyers, preacher*, and professional politicians as his 
henchmen. Nowhere is the La Follette candidacy in the 
hands of "labor party" elements. Even in Minnesota hit re¬ 
presentative is the banker, Sinclair. You may rest assured 
that a real party of industrial worker* and exploited farmer* 
can be built only thee far* of La Follette active opposition. 

When Hillquit was making hie glowing eulogy of La Fol- 
lette at Cleveland, as the one outstanding champion of the 
oppressed I thot of you, end wondered what had become of 
the old war-horse who had fought for so long to break the 
ties with the capitalist partis* that Hillquit wai re-estsblieh- 
ing. I wondered why the eulogy should go to a petty bour¬ 
geois politician, who has fought agajnit socialism all his life, 
and that the working-class militants were forgotten in a 
supreme moment in the political life of the workers! Very 
few will be surprised at Hillquit He is already well known! 
But that you should, without qualification, fall into step be¬ 
hind him comes as something of a shock. 

You have occupied a position of leadership before the re¬ 
volutionary worker* of America, and thereby you have ac¬ 
cepted responsibility toward these workers. Thousands of 
them will join me in saying, that this "golden opportunity" 
which* you have embraced on the advice of-Mr. Hillquit, it an 
opportunity only for the enemie of working class action on 
the political field. For the workers it stands as the “height 
of stupidity and folly and depth of desertion and betrayal" 
to ask them to abandon all their past efforts at independent 
action and to submit unconditionally to the whims of a poli¬ 
tical who is not, even yet, outside of the Republican Party 
of Calvin Coolidge, Charles G. Dawes, and J. P. Morgan. 

The petty bourgeoia united front is now complete from 
Hearst ko Debs. The Socialist Party is liquidated, together 
with its last remnants of leadership, which were in your 
hands, and which you now voluntarily surrender to La 
Follette—WILLIAM Z. FOSTER.

(Report of Speech Delivered in Chicago, July 16, 1924.) 

C )MRADE8:—It was my good fortune to spend four 
months of 1921 in Soviet Russia. While I was there 
I studied the situation diligently with all the resources 
at my command. I tried to see things as they were, not as 
I would like them fc be. And finally, as a result of my in¬ 
vestigations, I declared upn my return to the United States 
that, in my judgment, the Russian revolution was a success; 
that it had already surmounted difficulties pronounced alto 
gether impossible, and that, even though it were still faced 
with problems utterly staggering in their immensity and com 
plexity, the same invincible spirit that had carried the re 
volution onward to that point in the face of the most tre 
mendous obstacles, would carry it still further, in spite of 
every barrier, until the final victory is achieved. I believed 
and said that the revolution had met its greatest tasks and 
had won the day. 

Tonight I am glad to tell you that I was not mistaken in 
my judgment in 1921. I was not then carried away hy a re 
volutionary optimism that blinded me to fatal realities, as 
many of our Liberal, Socialist and Syndicalist friends said. 
The Russian revolution is a success. I can say thut now with 
utmost assurance, upon my return from n six seeks' stay in 
Russia in April and May of this year. The valiant Russian 
Communists have fought the thing through to unmistakable 
victory. Even the capitalists of the world have been com 
pelled to recognize .that. The Russian working class have 
smashed a great breach in the wall of international capital¬ 
ism. The exploiters can never patch it up again. It will 
widen and widen until finally the great proletarian flood

Haunting the American Ugipn 

The spectre of Communism is haunting the 
American Legion, which is the reason that or¬ 
ganisation la conducting contests over the coun¬ 
try for the beat “essay*" tailing why “Oommuniam 
1* a menaco to Americanism.” We received a 
iopy of the prise-winning effort produced at Port 
Clinton, Ohio, which is really a gem. Hare are 
a few extracts, to show what It takes to win prises 
in the Legion, And to help ns understand what an 
abyaa of ignorance yawn* beneath that organisa¬ 
tion : H 

“In Athens there was almost a perfect form of 
CommuSim; the slaves did the common labor.” 

“The Communists have a great deal to do with 
revolution*. They say all men are created equal. 
This brings about social revolutions, which-are— 
a lurch backward to a lower plane. If there is 
ever a revolution in the United States, we will 
have to beware of the social forces.” 

“The Communists are very cruel to the promi¬ 
nent leaders in Russia. * The younger generation 
and the intelligent people have left and^ gone to 
different countries.” 

“Two reasons why Communism will not succeed 
are, first, it is not successful, and second, if the 
state attempted to set in operation in the U. 8. 
there would be civil war.” 

“The conclusion of the whole matter is that 
Communism is only a dream.” 

There you have it. and right from the American 
Legion. Communism failed about *00 B. C. in 
Athens because it wasn't Communism; to say men 
are created equal brings revolution; revolution* 
are lurches backward; we must beware of the so¬ 
cial forces: “prominent leaders” (we suppose this 
includes the Czar) get treated cruelly in Russia, 
so the “younger generation" has gofie away to 
other countries leaving.-'-presumably, only the 
hardened old Bolshevik sinners to keep Russia go 
ing at all. 

Finally, to clinch the whole argument, we arc 
told that Communism will not succeed because 
it is not succesful. That out to settle it forever. 

This “prize essay” has l>een entered in the Stnte 
contest of the American Legion, and will doubtless 
take the prize there also. From Ohio it should 
march triumphantly into the national contest, afld 
thereby become the Lord’s I’rayer of the Ameriran 
Legion, the K. K. K-, the 100 jiercenter*. and Sam 
Gompers.

the world. In Rftssia the «un of the new social order baa 
dawned. 

Th« Dark Day* of 1921. 

In order to give you concrete proof* of - the success of the 
Russian revolution and to show you the indisputable ear¬ 
marks of it* victory, it will he well to recall to your mind the 
tragic state 'of affaire prevailing in Russia in 1921, at the 
time of my last visit Those were, Indeed, days to try men's 
sonls. The people today look back upon them with a shud¬ 
der. Industry and agriculture were at a standstill. The 
long years of the world war, the civil war, the blockade, the 
capitalist sabotage, and all the other upheavals accompany¬ 
ing the revolution, had done their deadly work to such an 
extent that the mass of the population, agricultural as well 
as industrial, were starving. Never in modern times has a 
people been confronted with qpch a desperate situation. 

Anyone who lived in Russia at that critical period could 
not help but see the pinch of hunger and general poverty on 
all sides. Indeed, he was bound to feel it himself. I knew 
it from first hand information. Although a visitor to the 
country and living on the Bo-called “diplomatic ration,” which 
was far superior to wijat the average Russian got, yet I 
found' it inadequate enough, ns I lost no less than 25 pounds 
in weight. Much worse,* of course, was the fate of the masses 
in Russia at that time. All were thin, haggard, and worn out. 
Diseases made ravnges on all sides. No one was getting suffi¬ 
cient food. To be fat or even “well kept” wns prinm facie , 
evidence that one was cheating nml getting more than one's 
share of the fnminc rations. 

The workers lived on a diet that would terrify Americans 
or west Kuropeans. They were lucky indeed if they got re¬ 
gularly one-half to one pound of black bread daily. Many 
times I visited them in factories and watched them eat their . 
horrible fare. I huve seen the “soup", which was cooked in 
community fashion, so foil! that one could smell the stench 
of it cooking in the great pot long before coining into the 
factory. Often, after the workers had 'worked,- there ; was 
nothing whatever to give them, not even the miserable /sii/ofc 
I ration i. I myself saw, right In a key government ^offite, 
where every effort wns made to keep things going, when they 
had to tell the workers at the end of the week's work that 
they had no bread to give them. The result was demorali¬ 


sation of the working force. In the same important office I 
saw carpenters, called to pnt in a job of shelving, beg first 
to be given some bread before they would go to work. Imagine 
the demoralising effects of such a terrific food shortage, whiek 
ran nil through the industries. The shortage of other neces¬ 
sities was just as bed. Clothe* end shoes were practically 
unprocurable. Many people had ilot had a Single new gar¬ 
ment for several years. Particularly vivid in my mind were 
the conditions of privation which I saw at a normal school in 
Moscow. The professors were hungry and in rags, likewise 
the students. Some even had the soles of their shoes tied to 
the uppers with strings. But they were going ahead gamely, 
reorganizing the whole method of teaching. Their o'nly parti- -’ 
cular complaint was that their new methods laid more stress 
upon the use of apparatus and materials than upon books, and 
such things were unbelievable scarce. Those on hand .were ir¬ 
replaceable. To break even a pone of glasas, which could not 
be produced by the wrecked indiitsries, was almost a crime. 
Housing conditions were frightful. In many places the people 
.were literally tearing the houses to pieces and burning them 
for fuel. In 1921, the Russian city workers were starving, 
freezing, and generally impoverished; and as for the peasants, 
many millions of them were just sinking into what was des¬ 
tined to be one of the moat terrible famines of modern times. 

It wns a desparate situation foh the revolution and an acid 
test of the Russian working class. \he capitalists of the world 
did not think the Workers’ Government could withstand it. 
Like vultures they flocked around, awaiting the unholy feast 
Which they felt sure would come with the approaching col¬ 
lapse of the Soviet regime. But they reckoned without their 
host. The Communist Party proved equal to the impossible 
task. It was not only the vanguard, but also the rear and 
flanking guards of the proletariat It was a great iron band 
which held the discouraged masses together and made them 
fight on long after they had lost heart and would have quit In 
this great crisis the Party was the brains, and sinews and 
nerves and lames of the working class. It fought on doggedly 
and successfully when only those militants of the most un¬ 
flinching courage and far-seeing idealism could sense anything 
but disaster in the desperate situation. Resistlessly and re¬ 
lentlessly. it carried the struggle on in spite of the most crush¬ 
ing obstacles.

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Golden Rule'Capitalism 

A dirtingui.hed financial writer took great paisa 
the other day to give hi. numerous readers the 
impression that the turning orer of companies to 
workers is becoming increasingly popular. 

It would be foolhardy to blink the fact that ire- 
seat years hare seen rarious instances of employ¬ 
ers handing over stock to their workers or call¬ 
ing upon certain sections of their laboring forces 
to participate in the management and operation 
•f the factories. 

Occasaionally, an employer, as in the latest case 
of Devoe k Reynolds turning over some control to 
sixteen employes, will hand oyer his property to 
the workers who have produced it Now and then 
a co-partnership scheme will be entered upon. 
Here and there some form of “golden rule” busi¬ 
ness will be installed. 

But has the working class any cause to rejoice 
as a class because of these innovations? In the 
main, most stock selling, profit sharing and golden 
yule schemes are only clever devices employed by 
the bosses to obliterate the growing discontent, 
the rising class consciousness of the working 
forces. At bottom, the net effect of workers own¬ 
ing a few blocks of stock here and there is only to 
undermine their spirit of independence, their in¬ 
itiative and self respect, their social freedom, and 
their readiness to revolt against intolerable condi¬ 
tions of employment. 

Furthermore, the fact that several thousand 
working men may in certain instances share in 
the profits created by themselves and the rest of 
the working class, does not help by an iota the 
abolition of the capitalist system of exploitation, 
and the movement for the establishment of a gen¬ 
uine broad, all inclusive, co-operative system of 
production and exchange. Indeed, quite the con¬ 
trary is the result. 

The small insignificant gains that a petty frac¬ 
tion of the working class may win now and then 
thru such golden rule schemes of capitalism are 
bought only at the expense of perpetuating the 
rule of gold, the tyranny of the capitalist exploit¬ 
ers, for the working class as a whole. 

“Labor’s Political Demands” 

Heading the list in “Labor’s Political Demands” 
that were fomulated by Samuel Oompers and pre¬ 
sented to the republican and democratic conven¬ 
tions, was the demand for repeal of anti-trust 
legislation. 

The keynote of LaFollette’s program, adopted 
by the Conference for Progressive Political Action 
at Cleveland, was fi call for the most drastic en¬ 
forcement of anti trust legislation. 

"Labor's political demands” seem to be ra.ther 
mixed tip by the various political doctors who are 
dosing the labor movement. But do not think 
that therefore harmony will not prevail. Accord 
is possible between these opposites. 

Gompers is openly for the unrestricted rule 
of big business, and for collaboration of the un¬ 
ions therewith. The C. P. P. A.ites and LaFol- 
lette are howling for the rule of the middle-class, 
but in practice their proposals would work out 
to the same result as Oompers’. 

So why quarrel about it? Especially should 
Gompers be willing to adjust himself to Bill John¬ 
ston’s variation of the old program. Gompers’, the 
original, is tarnished and shop-worn and the 
masses are in revolt; Johnston’s, the new snbsti 
torte, is the same old article with a new dress that 
will fool tie workers for a while longer. And then, 
too, Gompers is an old man now, and God will soon 
be calling him. Why shouldn’t he get on the La- 
FoHette band wagon? 

Leninism and the C. /. 

The Fifth Congress of the Communist Interna¬ 
tional is over. Its outstanding achievement was 
the definite establishment of Leninism, the theory 
and practice developed by Vladimir Ilyitch Lenin 
fc applying Marxism to the era of capitalist decay, 
as the ruling line of the international movement. 
The task the Congress has placed before the Oom- 
swnist parties of the world is the thoro Bolshe- 
vlsatipn of these parties, and the rooting out of the 
pennants of social-democracy. 

It was the first time that the Communist Inter¬ 
national met without the guiding hand of Lenin 
at the helm. The loss was the more keenly felt, 
as the'principal sections of the Comintern are 
facing terrific problems, that tax the utmost pow¬ 
ers of all the sections of the Comintern. But the 
manner in which the Fifth Congress met these 
problems, the drastic corrections given to all 
traces of petty-bourgeois deviations from the line 
of Lenin, should lie sufficient warniugpto any wh- 
entertained any hopes that Lenin’s passing woulu 
and the policies of the master revolutionist.

The Honorable Berger, now member of LaFol¬ 
lette’s board of strategy to prevent the workers 
and poor fanners from organising along class 
lines politicly and from voting for the only work¬ 
ing class ticket in the field, laments the contest 
of figure-slinging now raging between Hirst and 
Blaine in the gubernatorial primary contest The 
Bergerites are up against it Nationally, they are 
kneeling at the feet of LaFollette. Locally,’ they 
ha^e their own organisation to preserve. In the 
state, their socialist party past still weighs down 
upon them, and they just can’t see their way clear 
to supporting the LaFollette lackey Blaine, the 
present governor. 

Indeed, the situation is a mess. We welcome 
the rare and refreshing honesty shown be Berger 
on this occasion. But how does the lone congress 
man propose to get ouf of the treacherous forass 
into which he has driven his party? 

On the one hand, Berger make an attempt, half 
hearted it Is true, to arouse the ire of Blaine. The 
Wisconsin governor is denounced for not being a 
strong advocate of road-building. At the height 
of his anger Berger proclaims his new revolution¬ 
ary slogan, his new form of interest in the welfare 
of the dispossed masses by saying: “The farmers 
and workers want the building program paid for 
by the automobilista rather than by a tax on 
property.” Buch proletarian doctrine should make 
even Hillquit blush with shame. Are we to con¬ 
clude that after its Cleveland baptismal into La- 
Folletteism the socialists are to become the chnm 
pions of no taxation on property—property held 
by the owning class? Or are, we to assume again 
that Berger does not meftn what he eats? 

On the other hand—and here lies the real social¬ 
ist solution—Berger proposes that what was done , 
to thp socialist party at Cleveland be performed 
forthwith in Wisconsin. “Only the new Progres ! 
sive realignment can accomplish this"—the clean 1 
ing up of the mess, vows Berger. Apparently the [ 
Cleveland experience has convinced the socialists P 
that suicide alone can end the plight in which they J 
have found themselves since the manses deserted I 
their organisation. 

Welcoming the Yankees 

Seven years ago the country was flooded with 
appeals to the masses to shoulder their rifles and 
go “over there" to do our duty to Europe. Seven 
years ago the capitalist governmental bureaucrats

Once more the Yankees are being welcomed by 
the ruling powers of Europe. It is true that the *-* 
figureheads of the capitalist tragedy have changed 
somewhat in personnel. McDonald now wears the m , 
toga of Britain’s imperial royalty instead of Lloyd gi 
George. But the employing class domination of 
the scenes remains essentially the same. “ l 

No doubt, when the election struggles are over, (1( 
we will again be asked to do our duty to Europe. 
This time we will be asked to line up solidly tdt a to 
campaign of huge investments to reconstruct 
Europe. The-so-called more ’ inaction of the coun 
try, actually the political indorsement, will be pc 
sought in support of the gigantic imperialist yyn 
ture of our ruling class, the plans of our exploit- *« 
era to secure a stranglehold on European indus- 
tries. The appeal to our sense of duty will be made 
as a sort of an insurance. nc 

Our big banking interests, now entangling '>o 
America in the European imbroglio, now taking 
the United States officially to the front rows of iu 
the imperialist arena thru the backdoor of unofti- 
cial observers at the London Conference, are in- tit 
terested in convincing the masses of the highly ml 
ethical parpenes of their investments in order to jj 1 
be able to throw more easily these same masses ar 
into a war for guaranteeing dividends on these in- w< 
vestments, once they are endangered. 

The Labor Premier McDonald struck the key- Je< 
note of the conference when he said that its busi- * lc 
ness would be to supply adequate security for the so 
investors in the Dawes loan for Germany. On the lw 
reconstruction of capitalist Germany hinges the #n 
reconstruction of capitalist Europe. And Amer- {Jj 
ican N eapitalists alone are today in a position to ^ 
finance such reconstruction. Hence McDonald’s tit 
speech was an address of welcome to American 1,1 
dollars. w< 

Looking beyond the whirlpools of the surface to 
the deep currents flowing beneath the sea of words ne 
at the London Conference, one sees countless dan- en 
gers of a new world conflagration. In 1917 the “ 
American flag went to Europe. In 1924 the Amer- w| 
ican dollar is going to Europe.

RUSSIA IN 1914 - - 


(Continued from Last Issue.) 

Tho Crisis Past. 

Those jrere the terrible days'of 1921. But how different is 
the situation in 1924. A great improvement has taken place 
in the condition of the people, which means that the resolution 
is patently succeedrog. But before-go ing into details as to how 
and in what degree this improvement has taken place, let me 
deal awhile with a few general impressions and indications. 
Every place one tarns one sees visible signs of the economic 
recovery. The people are manifestly stronger and healthier— 
it is safe to say that the .men in the cities hare gained at 
least 20 pounds in weight since three years ago. They are now 
full of life and energy, whereas, in 1921, everybody being 
hungry, no one stirred unless he* was compelled to. Every 
visitor remarks at once the striking improvement in the ap¬ 
pearance and actions of the people. The great epidemics of 
typhus and cholera, which raged during the early years of the 
revolution, have been practically wiped out and the most 
vigorous sanitary measures lihve been taken to prevent their 
recurrence. The fuel crisis is over. Although wood and coal 
are still high-priced and hard to get, they are not the life and 
death issue they were three or four years ago. No longer does 
one And the stove chimneys sticking out of the windows of 
the apartment buildings and blacking up the whole front—the 
steam heating apparatus has long since been put into order 
again. One most striking improvement that J. noticed was in 
the factory creches—houses for taking care "Of the workers’ 
babies during work hours. In 1921 these institutions, how¬ 
ever well meant, were really appalling for want of food and 
other essentials. But those that I visited recently were a real 
Joy to look at. -With at least the necessities of life to go on, 
they were filled with happy children. The people are much 
better clothed. Indeed, a Moscow crowd of today would not 
look out of place, so far as the quality of its clothes are con¬ 
cerned, in any city in eastexp Europe. A remarkable develop¬ 
ment is the grotving use of leather for clothing. One sees 
hundreds of men dressed from head to foot in leather—cap, 
coat, pants, boots, and all. In Moscow, l^ningrad, and other 
big cities, the street cars, throughly cleaned, painted, and 
repaired, are running at more than pre-war schedules, whereas 
in 1921 they were forlorn looking objects, only an occasional 
one to be seen, and that always with its stops and handles 
broken away and otherwise in a general state of disrepair. The 
street lights are on in full again, whereas in 1921 there was 
not a street light in all Moscow. Likewise, the > telephone 
service, what there is of it, is in good operatioh and repair. 
Indeed, one can get a number as quickly in Moscow as in New 
York, which perhaps, is after all not mnch of a compliment 
to Moscow. Everywhere buildings are being painted and re¬ 
paired and streets repaved. The streets are crowded with 
vehicles, so much so that traffic police have Wq installed, al¬ 
though their primitive methods will hardly be copied by the 
New York trafic squad. 

But far more encouraging than the signs of improved well¬ 
being which are upon all sides, is the beter morale of the 
working masses, which is likewise everywhere in evidence. In 
1921 the revolution seemed practically a lost cause to all ex¬ 
cept the devoted minority of Communists. They, it was, who 
held the masses together and literally made them fight on 
after they were licked. But now the situntim is profoundly 
changed. At present the opinion prevails everywhere, that 
the revolution is a success. The only questions now are really 
matters of detail ns to how the revolution shall be brought to 
its fulleat fruition. There is still much suffering and hard¬ 
ship, but this is mild in comparison with the terrible con¬ 


ditions of former year*. Likewise there la atill much discon¬ 
tent among the maaaee of wbrkere at their hard lot, but this 
discontent la no longer coenter-revolutionary, or available for 
counter-revolutionary purposes, as it was, say, at the time of 
the Kronstadt refolt in 1921. There are still some strike*, 
but they are of a minor character, and the era of desperate 
peasant uprisings has ended. The solidity of the revolution 
/ was demonstrated during the recent crisis in the Russian Com¬ 
munist Party over thq questions of democratizing the Party, 
etc- The discussion shook all Russia.. But it wound up con¬ 
structively with a newer and better unity in the Party. Any¬ 
one who had attempted to use the profound agitation for 
.Counter-revolutionary aims would have had the surprise of 
his life. Recently an American correspondent paid a left- 
handed compliment to the prevailing spirit of optimism by 
declaring that the way things were going the kulaks (rich 
peasants) would overthrow the government in about 10 years. 
Formerly such correspondents enthusiastically saw the col¬ 
lapse of the Soviet Government from month to month, but now 
they have had to shove it off for at least 10 years. But the 
Russian workers arc not afraid of the kulak any more than of 
his city pal, the Nepman. They have a very sharp weather 
eye upon both and will take care of them in good season and in 
thorough fashion. The workers now know that their revolu¬ 
tion is a success, and this optimism gives them added power 
for the solution of the many tremendous problems still ahead. 
One of the first things that strucV me npon entering Russia, 
after passing through depressed and poverty-stricken Poland 
and Germany, was tkc happy and optimistic ap|>earanre of 
the (feople. The very air of Russia now is permeated with 
victory and hope. 

^ Tho Revolutionary Workers. 

In the factories the workers’ revolutionary spirit burns 
high. They are politically the best educated workers in the 
world. They are great internationalists, following eagerly 
the events in all countries. They are especially interested in 
America, home of the highest technical industrial develop¬ 
ment and the great stronghold of capitalism. They look for¬ 
ward eagerly to the world revolution and they are doing their 
share to bring it about In spite of their own impoverished 
condition, they rally with funds and other aid to every mass 
movement of workers in Europe making a real light, and when 
the opportune timy comes they will give more substantial aid 
with the RedArmy. They are the backbone of the Ruhr relief, 
and the International *Red Aid. Indeed, sometimes the unions 
have to forbid collectors for various revolutionary causes 
from going to the factories to ask assistance, because the 
militant workers will always vote a day or two’s pay. although 
to do so means to work real hardship npon themselves. In 
other respects the workers are equally militant. An interest¬ 
ing illustration of this took place while 1 was in Moscow. 
This was in the election of the committees that mannge the 
various apartment and tenement houses. For some time past 
there had been a tendency to be lax in this matter, with the 
result that Xepmen and other unscrupulous, non revolution¬ 
ary etlements, got control of the housing committees in many 
buildings. They then proceeded to use their control unfairly, 
giving favored locations, lower rent •rates, and other advan¬ 
tages to their friends. Besides, they neglected the house and 
allowed them to fall into disrepair. But in the election ot 
these committees this Spring, the workers cleaned up on the 
non revolutionary elements, driving them out of control every¬ 
where. It was a most interesting phase of the elnss struggle 
and it caused much comment throughout the places affected.

RUSSIA IN 1924 - - 


I saw two demonstrations while in Moscow this last trip 
which were illustrative that the revolutionary Are is still burn¬ 
ing brightly, hostile critics to the contrary, noth withstanding. v 
The first was on Easter morning. This was a great holiday * 
in old Russia. The celebration this year began at midnight, 
and although it was already late in April, a full foot of snow 
fell in the evening. The whole town became alive, the old 
folks going to church and the young ones demonstrating 
against the whole religious mummery. I visited many churches 
and found in them only mere handful of old human relics of 
former times, except in the case of the cathedral, which was 
the rallying point of both sides in the demonstration. It was 
pecked, mostly with curiosity seekers The youth marched 
through the city, boys and girls together, gaily singing revo¬ 
lutionary and anti-religious songs. They made not the slight- 
set interference, however, with anyone who cared to celebrate 
in the old manner. The Russian church is in a bad fix, moral¬ 
ly, financially, and every other way. The sins of ita long be¬ 
trayal of the people into the hands of the Crara are coming 
back upon its own head with a vengeance. Its priests are 
lean and poverty striken, for comparatively few are foolish 
enough to voluntarily feed them. I have seen them begging 
on the streets ,and one I saw marching between two soldiers 
arrested for common thievery. That seemed a curious sight 
and I was interested to see how the people would take it 
But I saw no one show the slightest sympathy as the culprit 
was taken away. The churches are bedraggled and run down 
at the heel. Doubtless many of them will be eliminated in the 
next few years as public nuisances, for the Russian clericals 
had the habit of building their churches so as to block the most 
strategic points in the city. It seems as though they wanted 
to stick their religion right into the teeth of the people. The 
revolutionary proletariat is not in a mood to suffer such need¬ 
less blocking of tbe city’s life streams. Before many years, 
no doubt, Moscow's famous 40 times 40 churches will be con¬ 
siderably reduced, not to speak of what will happen in other 
cities. The Easter celebration Hhls year was a brilliant ex¬ 
ample of the revolutionary spirit of the Russian proletriat 
The other demonstration that impressed me was on May 
Day. This was a tremendous outpouring of the workers. It 
seemed as though all Moscow was there. For a full eight 
hours the living stream of humanity poured through the Red 
Square. From 500,000 to 700,000 were in line. Never until I 
saw this great demonstration on Labor’s international holi¬ 
day, did I really comprehend the meaning of the term “the 
masses”. It was overwhelming. The whole affair fairly flamed 
with revolutionary meuning. Those who are foolish enough to 
believe that the revolutionary spirit of the Russian workers 
has died down, are due for a rude awakening if they depend 
much upon their assumption. I was enthralled by the demon¬ 
stration. I

Th® most striking thing about the celebration was the 
bouadlees enthusiasm of the marchers. Nothing, could kill It 
How thoy roared ont the revolutionary slogan*, alway* ending 
with the lustly Ruslan “Hurra”. During most of the parade 
a driving rain prevailed. Bnt it did not dampen the spirit 
of the workers, much lees break up the procession. I pictured 
to myself what would have happened to an American parade 
la such a storm; it would have gone to pieces in 10 mlnntee. 
But the sturdy Russians were undUmaved by the cold rain. 
They stood in it and marched in it for hours apparently ob¬ 
livions'to all hardships. Not 2% of them left the line. The 
masses were out to celebrate the great day of the working 
class, and a storm or two, more or less, could not hold them 
back. 

The great parade was made np of every conceivable unit / 
of the workers, their wives, and their children. There were 
trade unions, factory groups, Red Army unite, schools, uni¬ 
versities, athletic societies, Party branches, and a score of 
other formations. All marched together in one great fraternal 
demonstration pnst the mausoleum of the dead -enius of the 
revolution, Vladimir Ilyitch Lenin. There were tens of thou¬ 
sands of children, some so small that they were unable to 
keep the pace of the main body and had to march on one 
side. Multitudes of women were In line. There were a thou¬ 
sand interesting characters, men carrying their children pick- 
a-back, war cripples struggling along on crutches, old patrl- 
archial looking peasants, who somehow found themselves in 
/town and in the demonstration. One man I met I will never 
forget He was a Red Army officer, a Cossack 82 vears old. 

He seemed to express the very soul of the heroic revolution 
Many years ago he belonged to the Czar’, array and while 
there killed a tyrannical officer. For this he spent 33 years 
in Siberian exile. He was there when the revolution began. 
Immediately he joined the revolutionary army and he has 
stayed with It ever since. During the campaign against Kol¬ 
chak he was decorated twice for bravery. And there he 
stood for eight hours reviewing the parade, a patriarch in 
age but young In spirit and body. Straight as an arrow and 
as lithe as a man one-third his age, he braved the driving, 
chilling rain without a thought that he was undergoing a 
hardship that would kill an ordinary man of his nge. There 
must have been 10,000 great flaming red silk bauners in the 
parade, and at least 1,000 bands, for every group has its own 
band, in 1921, I saw several big demonstrations of the work¬ 
ers, but they were nothing like this. The masses then were 
starving and lifeless. But this great May parade was an 
outpouring of the healthy, vigorous, buoyant, consciously vic¬ 
torious proletariat. One would have thought that its tre¬ 
mendous enthusiasm would have relieved the workers’ surplus 
spirits for months to come, but, so full of revolutionary vim 
are the latter, that, a week or two later, a similar monster 
demonstration took place in protest against the raid upon the 
Soviet Embassy in Berlin by the German authorities.

The pace set by the company la twen- 
ty-toTsn ears a day for the man on 
each lint track. With the redaction 
of the force on each line the man find 
It Impossible to tarn out that number 
of cars. Instead they tarn out Sevan- 
teen or eighteen cars a day. ~T»e com¬ 
pany uses this aa a whip with which to 
speed up the workers. They are paid 
on the basis of the twanty-iaven car 
a day production, therefore they are 
compelled to work a part of the fol¬ 
lowing day to tarn out what the com¬ 
pany calls a day's work. 

Strikare Are Detarmlnad. 

At present there la no organisation 
imong the men. The company there¬ 
fore pays Uttle attention to tbslr 
strikes. In the pest when conditions 
In the shop became unbearable the 
particular group affectad would walk 
out One time It might he the riveters, 
another time the heaters, etc., and 
return after a few days. This strike, 
however, la considered more serious. 

On July 9th the heater boys went 
out and the other mechanic* men¬ 
tioned above followed. Op to the end 
of last week the company used every 
method at 1U disposal to gat the men 
back to work by Saturday.

False Optimism 

Many of ottr leading journals are now working 
overtime to convince the country that the recent 
recesAVm in industry was nly a temporary lull. 
We are being told with emphatic certainty, if not 
conviction, that the tide of business has turned. 

What is the impelling force for this wave of 
false optimism that is now sweeping the columns 
of the press? Are there really any signs of a 
revival of industry? 

Undoubtedly a good deal of the optimisic pro¬ 
paganda is politically inspired by the reactionary 
interests seeking the most favorable circumstances 
for waging their election campaign. Then some 
financial “experts." selling their stufT for popular 
consumption, hope to psychologize ( the masses 
favorably with the idea of stemming the adverse 
economic tides. But the facts f the present eco¬ 
nomic situation "do not show any turn fr the bet¬ 
ter in industry. 

Production and exchange have hit low bottops 
iImt some believe that this downward trend can go 
no lower. Not only is -there no silver lining in 
■light for the economic clouds, but the real storm 
has not yet broken, if the numerous black signs 
it hand are to be considered. 

The decline in employment has reduced the pur¬ 
chasing power of the country by at least two hun 
ired million dollars a month. The gravity of this 
lactor can be estimated properly only if one takes 
into consideration that it is usually at least two 
mouths after the bottom has been hit in on in¬ 
dustrial depression that the workingmen begin to 
feel the pineh of the erisis. The authoriall»P'’F 
tV. Dodge reports indicate a drop of eight'per cent 
ii the number of building contrnrts awarded in 
fune in the thirty-six northeastern states. Last 
.uonth steel production fell off nearly 22 per cent. 
The automobile industry which consumes at least 
fifteen per cent of the st'eW produced is still in - 
the dumps. Freight traffic on clast one railrpad* 
dejreased nearly fifteen per cent in June as com 
pared with the i-orres]H>nding month last year, j 
Unemployment i* no longer a locul condition. The 
surplus of workers is evident thruout the land. 

Most of the glowing talk about prosperity swoop- ( 
iog down upon us is simply another instance of j 
the wish being father to the thought. The stern tl 
I realities, the cruel hardships that increasing num- f 
hers of workers are facing daily belies all the dan- ® 
gerous employing class propaganda.

But enough of general impressions, valuable though theae 
may'bo to Indicate the patent fact that the Russian revolu¬ 
tion is a success and that It ha* been accepted aa such-by the 
masses. Bow let us get down to mere specific facta, showring 
just how the revolutionary workers are solving the problems 
whlch-arast be solved if the new order of society ia to live and 
to develop into Communism. In the brief time at my disposal, 
I shall not vex yon with elaborate statistics, but a few at least 
will be necessary. 

In my book, “The Russian Revolution,” written after my 
return from Russia In 1921, I stated that there were three 
great'problems that the revolution, since its beginning in 1917, 
had had to face, 1) governmental,’ 2) military, 3) indus¬ 
trial. By that time the first two of these had been actually 
solved. The workers had not only succeeded definitely in 
overthrowing the old regime and establishing the dictator¬ 
ship of the proletariat, but they had also succeeded in defend¬ 
ing their rule in the face of the hostile capitalist rule. Wran- 
gel, the last of the counter-revolutionary invaders, had been 
crushed late in 1920, and the Kronstadt revolt beaten early in 
1921. The big problem left was the third one, that of reha¬ 
bilitating the ruined industrial and agricultural systems, so 
that the people could be given the higher standard of living 
which they must have if the revolution were to survive. 

Everything depended upon the solution of this central 
problem of reviving tl\c economic'life. The general problem 
manifested itself as a multitude of specific problems, all of 
which had to be solved at least in part before industry and 
agriculture' could be revived. A few of the more impor¬ 
tant of these subsidiary problems were the breaking of (he eco¬ 
nomic and political blockade which was strangling Russia, 
the establishment of a stable currency in place of the debased 
ruble which was making ail real accounting systems impos¬ 
sible, the development of a state budget and the balancing of- 
it, ttic utilization of the dangerdns experiment of the New 
Economic Policy for revolutionary ends, the stoppage of the 
so railed declassing of the proletariat through the hungry 
factory workers scattering out upon the land, the abolition of 
sabotage by the supporters of the capitalist regime, the estab¬ 
lishment of a new and effective system of proletarian indus¬ 
trial discipline in place of the old slave-driving methods that 
the workers had suffered under from time-immemorial. 

All these problems, ami many more that inight be men¬ 
tioned, went to make up the general industrial nnd agricul¬ 
tural problems, which was so complex and difficult in 1921 as 
to stagger the imagination. The economic expert* of the 
world, with complete unanimity, pronounced them' totally in¬ 
soluble. But their solution was absolutely imperative if the 
revolution was to liva. As things now stand, three years later, 
hardly one of these problems has been ly-tually solved com¬ 
pletely. But real progress has lieen jnatie* with all of them. 
Not one has proved insoluble. Even though this progress 
towards solution has given birth to new and grave problems, 
the general result has been good and shows that the worst 
is over. The economic system of the country is getting under 
way ngaiu, the standard of living of the toiling masses is be¬ 
ing steadily raised, and the permanency and success of the re-

volution ia being assured. But let us glance very brief# at 
what has been done with eich of the protyema mentioned. 

Breaking tha Blockade. 

Of all the factors that combined to break down Russia 
industrially and agriculturally, none waa so disastrous aa 
the eeoqomic blockade by which $e capitalist .world'tried to , 
strangle the revolution to death. It was worse in its effects 
than the world war, the civil war, theiwholesale sabotage.'or j 
any other single Vector. It was death to the economic life 
1 of the country. Before the war, Russia did an average export 
business of 1,504,000,000 rubles per year; of this 90% con¬ 
sisted of agricultural and timber products. Of the peasants’ 
total products, 45% was thrown upon the market, about half 
of thia going abroad. But the world war, followed by the 
revolution and the blockade, completely destroyed this foreign 
trade. Agriculture was ruined for want of a market The 
same happened to industry. Not only was the importation 
of vital manufactured goods and machinery necessary to the 
life of Industry, completely stopped, but on the other hand, 
the peasant market vanished as well. The relation* between 
city and country were broken^ Industrial production fell al¬ 
most to zero, and the peasants raised barely enough food 
stuffs to live upon. Bo far did the collapse of agriculture go 
that in 1921 we saw the spectacle of Russia, the greatest grain 
growing country in the world, actually importing food stuffs. 
For this, the blockade, not the great drouth, was primarily 
to blame, because, under ordinary circumstances, with a nor¬ 
mal production of Qrops, Russia could have handled the famine 
situation entirely with its own surplus. 

From the beginning, the Russian economists considered 
the breaking of the?blockade and the opening of the world 
market to Russian trade of the most vital consequence. I re¬ 
member a long talk I had in 1921, on this subject with- Com¬ 
rade Martens, formerly Soviet Envoy to the United States. 
He said that the fate of the revolution probably depended 
upon the breaking oLthe blockade. And when I saw him again 
this year, he had not changed his opinion. He measured the 
economic recovery of Russia pretty much by the extent to 
which it had succeeded in winning it* way back again into 
the world market. The past four years-have been marked by 
the most determined efforts to break through the death cor¬ 
don wrapped about them by the 'International capitalist 
class. And these efforts have been a success. By playing one 
nation against the other, that is by getting separate sections 
of world capitalism to scab upon each other, the Communist! 
have broke up the united front of the exploiters and have 
forced their way through the blockade and into the world 
market. Today a whole row of countries have been compelled 
(compelled 1* the right word) to grant Russia either com¬ 
plete or partial recognition. Athong these are England, Ger¬ 
many, Poland, Czecho-Blovakia, Sweden, Japan, Norway, Roa- 
manin. and many others. The recent “left” election! in Franca 
have insured that even that reactionary country, one of the 
main points of resistance against Russia, will also have to ait 
down at the conference table and do business with the hated 
Bolshevtki. And wonder of wonders, the “progressive" wave 
now developing in the United 8tates, may probably force 
even our ultra-conservative Government to recognize Russia,

Davidow, Socialist, 
Joins Republicans 

By J. LOUIS ENQDAHL. 

TODAY, Lazarus L Davidow, a young lawyer, le a candl- 
*'dats for congress In the republican primaries In the 
Third Michigan Distrlot (Detroit). 

Davidow le Important only as a sample of one of many 
young Americans who have drifted out of the revolutionary 
movement Into the old polltloal parties. Joining up with the 
harlots of Wall Street. 

Davidow waa formerly a member of the socialist party. 
He may be yet, under the socialist alliance with LaFollette. 

It le said that Davidow oarrles a soar, the result of an 
assault by the agents of the white terror, when he eought 
to defend the victim* of the Palmer “red- raid*" agalnit the 
terrorists in January, 1920. It waa In Detroit that these 
raids were carried out In their most brutal form, thousands 
being herded Into custody, “for examination," being "under 
suspicion." * 

Perhaps that scar mocks at Davidow in his more honest 
moments. Davidow remained with the socialist party in 
1919, when the revolutionary exodus from the socialist 
ranks began. Davidow mads the arrangements for the 
national socialist convention, held In Detroit, Mich., in 1921. 
Altho sympathetic to tho “Committee for the Communist 
International” he still remained in the socialist party when 
this element broke away that year. 

* • • • 

It is significant that it was at Detroit that the socialist 
party launoned the policy that has this year delivered it into 
the rank*, of LaFollette, the old party politician. 

The youth of the eooialist party were given two alter¬ 
natives. They could either join the ranks of the Communist 
movement and continue their revolutionary activities in the 
world struggle of labor. Or they could remain with the 
socialist party, gradually dilute all pretenses to being revolu¬ 
tionists, and finally fade out as the counter-revolutionary 
allies of wKat has become known a* “the left wing of Wall 
Street." 

Davidow turned his back on the Communist movement. 
He has seen the socialist remnants in Detroit, and thruout 
the state of Michigan, as of the nation, gradually dissolve. 

Davidow saw the socialist party endorse the republican, 
LaFollette, for the presidency. He has seen many socialists 
go over to the old parti**, from William H. Johnston, presi¬ 
dent of the International Association of Machinists, and 
chairman of the Conference for Progressive Political Action, 
down the list. Then why shouldn't he, also, take the same 
step? He did. He is now a republican candidate for con¬ 
gress, in the state where Newberry, the millionaire republi¬ 
can, bought a seat in the United States senate for $750,000. 

Davidow is no isolated example. He merely indicates 
the tendency. The socialist party lost nearly all of its 
younger members to the revolutionary Communist move¬ 
ment The remainder have gone the way of Davidow. And 
an organization without youth dies. 

Such are the teeults of the teachings of the socialist 
party of Morris Hillquit and Victor L. Berger. And it still 
calls itself socialist.

elated'.' before a Reichstag committee protesting against 
the prison treatment he and other workers had rscelved. 
But the latest picture of Fritz Ebert, the socialist president 
of Germany, shows him as fat and slsek as ever. 

In fact, Ebert has been the socialist president of Ger¬ 
many all the time that Toller has been In prison. And 
Ebsrt's seolnl-democratic (soolallst) party was, during mo»t 
of that time, the most powerful political power in the land. 

Toller brings back startling contrasts from his prison 
dxparlances under the Ebert-socialist rule. 

Long prison sentences were given to revolutionary 
workers while the enemies of labor were acquitted “because 
their political affiliations were more to the liking of the 
judges." 

Imprisoned workers were not allowed to visit their 
dying mothers, in several cases, and another was not 
allowed to attend the burial of his child. One prisoner was 
punished because a revolutionary poem was found among 
his belongings, and another was put in a strait-jacket be¬ 
cause he had failed to give up a copy of a Communist paper 
In his possession. 

BUT:— 

On the other hatid, Adolph Hitler, the leader of the 
Hitler-Ludendorff fascist attempt at a beer hall counter¬ 
revolution in Munich, last autumn, ahd Count Arco, the 
murderer of Kurt Eisner, the Bavarian workers' premier, 
received the best of treatment. 

Hitler was allowed to receive visitors in prison. Count 
Arco had almost unlimited freedom to leave the prison for 
“political reasons" and to "pursue his studies.” The Bavar- 
ian authorities prevented a Reichstag committee from in¬ 
vestigating Bavarian prison conditions, and systematically 
disobeyed German prison laws, such as they are. 

It sounds like a review of American prison barbarism 
when Toller adds that "hygienic conditions were bad, and 
the prisoners were kept in solitary confinement even when 
they fell ill," adding that a comrade of his had died after 
being refused medical treatment. 

All this under the heel of a "socialist" president's rule. 
With a (socialist) social-democratic party wielding the bal¬ 
ance of power. 

• • • • 

There comes another story out of this "socialist" Ger¬ 
many that would indicate where “socialist” sympathies lie. 
It is the story of a young apprentice painter at work on the 
Berlin City Hall. 

He saw a picture of Wilhelm Hohenzollern, the late 
Kaiser, surrounded with imperial pomp. It was a sight he 
did not like and he swished his brush, dipped in black paint, 
across the picture, so that Wilhelm's visage vanished behind 
a murky smudge. 

Then along came an infuriated city official who, as he 
beheld the sight, began calling the painters' apprentice 
rather hard names. 

The apprentice is reports^ to have replied, "What I 
did was right. That picture of Wilhelm does not belong to 
these republican days." 

It is said that this so anragpd the monarchist official 
that he ehouted, "Go and paint' your President Ebert as 
black as you will. 1 haven't any objection." 

But, of course, that is not necessary. Ebert and his 
fellow German "socialists" have painted themselves as black 
as can possibly be done. All of which the young painter 
was no doubt aware. 

For painters are usually apt to be thinkers. Especially 
young painters. 

• a • • 

This young painter must have known, for instance, 
that under Karl Severing, the social-democratic (socialist) 
minister of the iptorior, the Deutsche-Zeitung, the labor 
baiting mouth-piece of the reactionaries, openly proclaimed 
that the Italian fascist dictator, Mussolini, should have 
revelled in the murder of the socialist, Matteotti. This sheet, 
tolerated by the<‘sociallst" democracy, declared: 

"Mussolini's attitude was not heroic. He should have 
taken the stand that Matteotti was an enemy of the Fasclsta 
State of Italy. . . . There was was no reason to regret the 
end of this social-democrat (Matteotti).”

A monarchist sheet published that under the “socialist" 
regime of Fritz Ebert, president of Germany. 

And in the same hours the Communist daily. In Berlin, 
the “Rote Fahne” (Red Flag) was ordered suppressed for 
two weeks because It urged revolutionary mass action of 
the workers. 

Ernst Toller should surely fin*^ much material for his 
dramatic genius in the transition period thru which Ger¬ 
many is now passing—From Capitalism to Communism.

Ing a cut at all. 


These remarks are prompted by the fact that 
workers in the men’s clothing industry have awak¬ 
ened to the fact that wages have been cut without 
the general knowledge of the union membership. 
It should have been a suspicious thing when, sev¬ 
eral months ago. the manufacturers withdrew their 
demand for sr-vgenernl reduction of rates, and ac¬ 
cepted the proposal for “readjustment” frhich is 
supposed to mean Blight changes here and there 
that do not afTect the general level of the market. 
The workers should have realised that the bosses 
do not give up so easily. There was a joker in the 
deck that was being dealt from. 

What the joker was, is stated by an employer’i 
paper thus: '“A wage cut would have affected 
production and quality of work adversely, while | 
the union’s promise may promote efficient ^ra¬ 
tion.” And further: “A horizontal wage cut 
would have led the retailers to expect a reductit 
in prices.” And still further: “The Chicago 

manufacturers have secured what is an equivalent 
to an insurance policy for the piece-work system.” 
“Among the advantages to the manufacturers will 
be a more rigid enforcement of the rules of classi¬ 
fication. while firms that wish to keep their costa 
down will be able to improve quality.” 

Thus we see that wbat to the workers was 
“readjustment,” to the employers was a “wage cut,” 
camouflaged in order to keep down discontent 
among the workers and to fool the retail dealers| 
so that they would not demand reduced prices. 


Berger's Lamentations

Poor Victor Berger’. In the stress of 
strenuous campaign to put over his old socialist 
friend LaKollette he finds time to denounce Sov 
Russia. But Berger calls himself a progressive! 
and therefore his attempt to arouse enmity againsti 
Soviet Russia must be in the interest of human-j 
ity and made-in-America socialism of the kind 
that has flourished in LaFolletania for many years. 

Yet. if Mr. Berger has a shred of honesty in his 
being solicitous for the welfare of poor China, why 
does he overlook those who have aided antfabetted 
the robbery of the Chinese people? Why does he 
attack the Soviet Republic when he knows very- 
well that the First Workers’ and Farmers’ gov¬ 
ernment has done everything possible to help 
China by renouncing all the Czarist concession* 
and treaties? --—S \ 

We are not surprised to find that Mr. Berger 
is silent about’LaFollette and his progressive sena 
torial and congressional allies not uttering a word 
or raising a finger against the last naval bill pro¬ 
viding for the expenditure of one hundred and fifty 
million dollars for war vessels with which to keep 
China and other weak countries in their place. 
Xor are we surprised to notice that Mr. Berger 
did not find it necessary to'i^U Mr. LaFollette Jo 
task for not doing or saying anything in the senate 
against the United State* maintaining a fleet ofj 
destroyers on the Ynagtze River for hundreds of 
miles into Chinese territory. 

Berger’s tears fog China are crocodile tears. 
Berger’s lamentations are only a smoke screen be¬ 
hind which there is hidden a foul attack on the 
only government which is fighting capitalist im¬ 
perialism to a finish—the Union of Socialist So¬ 
viet Republics. 


Somehow we cannot get enthusiastic about the 
fact that some peace societies are • issuing pro¬ 
tests against the mobilisation order of the War De¬ 
partment for September 12. Proteat and denun¬ 
ciation of thp mobilisation are in order, indeed, for 
it is definitely a more of American imperialism in 
preparation for another war, into whieh the v 
era of this country will soon be ^hrown. The v 
era should be mobilised against the mobilisation, j 
war should be prepared against the threats 
war, and every move in that direction must be j 
encouraged. But the resolutions of the women’s] 
pacifist.societies, someway or other, sound rather 
fishy. 

Perhaps that Is because we recall other days, 
when pacifist societies, passing such resolutions, I 
acted in reality as an aid to the war makers. The 
trouble with these Tolstoian dames and damsels] 
is, that they are pacifists, in a world of war. All 
their middle-claps souls desire is to be left in peace 
with thejr small shops, their literary clubs, and 
their chtfrches. And when war comes again, as 
It will, they will again proclaim that true pacifism 
consists in fighting the national enemy while pre¬ 
serving “peace” at home by shooting ^nd jailing 
the Bolsheviks. 

>, we’re sorry ladles, but we cannot invite 
you to go along in the only real anti war move¬ 
ment. Your pacifism is a sickly sentimentality 
that serves no one but the imperialist*. What is 
needed to fight war, is a militant working class, 
determined to carry the fight hgainst the capital¬ 
ist system, the cause of wars, to the point where 
the wars of imperialism are turned into the wars 
of revolution. 


Martial Law in Persia 


As a result of the death of the American vice- 
consul, Major Imbrie, martial law has been pro¬ 
claimed in Persia. 

The situation is really more grave than 
face indications would tend to reveal. The United 
States consul, who by the way was an experienced 
agent of American imperialism in Russia and - in 
other countries, may have been killed-by a fanatic 
and religious mob for attempting to take picture* 
at the wrong time. But it is difficult for 
accept this as the sole reason for the unfortunate 
episode. We have too often been given such sec¬ 
ondary causes for events of the first order in capi 
talist international politics and diplomacy. 

The possible outcome of the death of Mr. Imbrie 
is uppermost in importance at this moment There 
is deep resentment against all foreigners in Per¬ 
sia. Soviet Russia is the only country that is 
looked upon with favor by the Petti sn people. 
For years the foreign capitalists hfcv$ been laying 
plans to rob the country of its national wealth, 
of its oil and copper and turquoise resources. For 
ears the British, Russian, French and American 
imperialists have been angling for a concession to 
build a railway linking up the Karoun River which 
flows into the Persian Gulf, with the Caspian Sea. 
The contest for boring oil wells has been sharp. 
There has been intense competition for the right to 
construct a dam on the Karoun River at Ahwaz 
and for the irrigation of the province and delta 
of Arabistan, one of the richest alluvial plains of 
Persia. 

Today the disorders in Persia, the nnstability of 
the government, the failure to establish a republic, 
the impotency of the Madjles* (Persian parlia¬ 
ment), the economic chaos in the country, the ac 
’cosional onslaughts on foreigners are due primar¬ 
ily to a contest between the British Oil barons 
getting their aid and comfort from the Royal 
Petroleum Department at Queen Anne’s Gate 
Building, London, and the Standard Oil interests 
of A28 Broadway, New York. The last two years 
have seen Mr. Hughes write many a note in behalf 
of the Standard Oil Co. in reference to the Khostor- 
and other oil concessions. American capital is 
w getting the best of the deals. But oil and

RUSSIA IN 1924 - - 


By WILLIAM Z. FOSTER 


Cloaely related to the stabilisation of the ruble, was the 
problem of balancing the state budget This, too, has been al¬ 
most accomplished. For several yean after the revolution 
there was practically no budget The situation was chaotic. 
Questions of state income and expenditure were Jargely mat¬ 
ters of speculation. This was the natural result of the tre¬ 
mendous revolutionary upheaval, the civil war, and the other 
factors that shook things up generally. However, within the 
past three years, not only has the budget been built up, but 
expenditures have been pnctically balanced with income. 
This year the state deficit wilb be only 10 per cent, and next 
rear it is hoped to wipe it out altogether. 

The accbmplishment of these two vital financial measures, 
the stabilising of the ruble and the balancing of the budget, 
are doing much to put Russian industry on its feet They lead 
directly to economy and efficiency in every field of activity. 
At last it is possible to make head or tail out of what is go¬ 
ing on with regard to costs and prices. Industry and the gov¬ 
ernment will now go ahead on a surer basis than ever. It is 
just so much solved of the general economic problem that al¬ 
most overwhelmed an® drowned out the Russian revolution. 

The New Economic Policy. 

Early in 1921 the New Economic Policy was introduced. 
The situation was a desperate one. The fledgling proletarian 
revolution was manifestly unable to meet all the industrial 
burdens placed upon it So the government monopoly on 
industry was relaxed and domestic trading by private in¬ 
dividuals allowed to some extent It was admittedly a danger¬ 
ous expedient, thus to introduce a degree of capitalism into 
Russia. Many said that the remedy was worse than the 
disease, and that the revolution was doomed. Especially was 
this dolorous song sung by the pseudo-revolutionists of the 
Emma Goldman and Kautiky type. But there was no alter¬ 
native. The masses were hungry and had to be fed, on pain 
of the immediate death of the revolution. 

The great problem was to utilize for revolutionary pur¬ 
poses the industry and trade that would develop through the 
private initiative thus called upon. This has been definitely 
. accomplished, despite the pessimists. He is blind who, visiting 
Russia, cannot see the lightening effect of private trade upon 
the general economic crisis. The good effects of the Nep have 
far outweighed the bad. The prophesied poisoning of the re¬ 
volution has not taken place, although, here and there, a 
few supposedly sound revolutionaries have collapsed under 
it, a notable case being that of our erstwhile comrade Tobin- 
son, who did such good work in the Chicago Workers’ In¬ 
stitute a number of years ago. Bat while exploiting its ad¬ 
vantages, the Communists are not blinking the unquestioned 
dangers of the Nep. Kamenev, in the speech I mentioned 
awhile ago, pointed out the menace of the extensive private 
capital now employed in the distribution of food, clothing, 


etc, the only branches of industry where the Nep has a real

is so largely in the hands of the Nep, is that very much of it 
is in Hie villages, where the business is small and the individ¬ 
ual Nepmen can operate to better advantage than the more 
cumbersome government and co-operative machinery. Kame¬ 
nev pointed out the political danger in this and declared it 
wonld never do to have the Communists appear to the peas¬ 
ants merely in the role of fax collectors, while the private 
traders were allowed to bring them the advantages of reviving 
industry. The peasants, who reason only from very concrete 
'things; might easily conclude that the organizer of the new 
prosperity was not the proletarian state but the private mid¬ 
dleman. Kamenev maintained that the conquest of the peas¬ 
ant market is of supreme importance to the revolution, and he 
indicated the co-operative as the means to accomplish it 
Every effort must be piit forth to develop the co o|>erative. He 
said, “As in the old long past days, which we hope will never / 
return, when we were crying ‘Everything for transport’ and 
‘Everything for fuel’, we will now have to raise the slogan in 
the Party, ‘Everything for the economic struggle against 
private capital and for the capture of the mnrket through ths 
co-operatives.’ ” 

Private capital was allowed to resume limited operations 
in Russia as a servant to the revolution, as a sort of an in¬ 
dustrial stop-gap, pending the time when the workers could 
take over every function of industry. It is not allowed- to 
escape from this role. In order that industry may proceed 
undisturbed, the Communist prefer to defeat private capital, 
the Nepmen, in open economic struggle: that is, by better or¬ 
ganization and service. But where these means do not suffice, 
and where the Nepmen assume a threatening attitude, the 
Communists do not hesitate to use more drastic methods, such 
.as wholesale cutting of rates, open discrimination against 
the Nep business and in favor of government places, special 
taxes, and the like. And, undoubtedly, if the situation re¬ 
quired it, still sharper political weapons would be used. 
Under no circumstances will the Communists allow the cap¬ 
italists to entrench themselves and to menace the revolution. 

In Russia, Nepmen are, at best, looked upon as temporarily 
necessary evils. Politically they are disfranchised and so¬ 
cially they are virtual outcasts, except in their own circles. 
Despite the difficulties it-has unquestionably bred.’the Nep is 
a success for the revolution, and the difficult problem of at 
once exploiting it for the Workers’ Government while avoid¬ 
ing its poisonous dangers, has been practically solved.

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Murder in Illinois 

The murderer of Boris Popoveky in West Frank¬ 
fort, Illinois, is ont on ball, furnished by the Ku 
■ Klux Klan, and still on the police force of that 
eity. Probably he will not kill another young 
worker until this case blow* over. In order to 
be quite safe in the murder, Bozarth, the slayer, 
performed his deed in the courtroom.- There was 
but one witness, a "justice,” so-railed, and he says 
that he was so busy reading the paper that he real 
ly doesn’t know if Bozarth delivered the blow that 
crushed the skull of th* young Communist. 

Here is a case of cold-blooded murder, com 
mitted at the very seat of “justice.” That the lat 
ter was blind, according to tradition, is n*ual 
in crscs involving workers. Murder is quite “all 
right” in southern Illinois, when it is cqmmitted 
against radicals, against workers, by Ku Kluxers 
or other hundred percenters. It is but a few weeks 
since a worker was shot in cold-blood, in reprisal 
for the wounding of Glen Young, the Volstead fas¬ 
cist. Justice has not worried about it 

Becall the great hullabaloo that went np when, 
in a pitched battle precipitated by imported gun¬ 
men, brought in to break a strike at Herrin two 
years ago, some of the scabs were killed. Remem¬ 
ber how the Chamber of Commerce raised great 
slush funds from private capitalistic sources, to 
finance the attempt to hang the union men of 
Marion County, protesting that Herrin was a 
"stain upon our fair State.” 

The Chamber of Commerce will not cry for the 
punishment of Bozarth, the murderer of 1,’opov- 
•ky; it probably helped raise the bail money for 
him.

Declassing;—Sabotage—Discipline. 

Of all the factors tending greatly to hinder the revolution, 
few were more serious than the migration of the workers from 
the industrial centers to the agricultural districts. The work¬ 
ers, starving in the industries, left the cities and went into the 
country in the hop* of getting enough to eat {This migration 
of the city proletariat countryward took on a mass character. 
Petrograd, now Leningrad, lost almost 1,000,000 in population, 
largely from such desertions. This process literally melted 
the cities away. It was the so-called declassing of the pro¬ 
letariat, the disintegration of the working class. It not only 
robbed the industries of workers who were most vitally 
necessary, but it also undermined the Whole Soviet State 
by actually breaking up the working class itself, the founda¬ 
tion of the revolution. • The revolutionary leaders viewed 
with the greatest alarm this dangerous declassing tendency, 
so menacing to th* whole Soviet system. But the Manger has 
now passed, almost entirely. At present the proletariat is 
being reclassed, if I may so express it. The tide of migration 
has reversed itself and is now flowing from the country to 
the cities. The workers, realizing that it is again possible 
for them to make a living in the industries, are streaming 
back en masse to the cities to take up their old occupations. All 
the industrial inters are, growing rapidly in population. In 
Moscow, for example, the inhabitants in 1920 numbered 952,- 
255, whereas, by 1923, the figure had jumped to 1,481,117. 
Other cities show similar great increases. Just as the de¬ 
classing of the proletariat—the moving of the workers from 
the cities to the farms—injured the revolution, so the reverse 
tendency—the coming bark of the workers to the cities—is 
helping it. The return migration is giving the industries an 
abundant supply of the skilled labor which they so badly 
needed, and it is in many other wavs strengthening the posi¬ 
tion of the working class. The fact of the workers thus moving 
back en masse to the cities, even if it is creating new prob¬ 
lems as we shall see, is one of the most hopeful signs in the 
whole situation. It is proof positive that the economic life 
of the country is going ahead again. This is only another 
way of saying that the revolution is successfully mastering 
it* latest .task, the industrial problem. 

Another subsidiary problem, which greatly complicated 
the gcheral problem of economic revival, was the persistent 
sabotage by the industrial experts, the engineers, superinten¬ 
dents, etc., of the old regime, many of whom perforce found 
themselves strategically situated in the Soviet system of in¬ 
dustry. For the first several years of the revolution, although 
accepting positions and salaries in industry, they absolutely 
refused to' go along wholeheartedly with the new order of 
things, obstinately hoping for the downfall of the Soviet Gov¬ 
ernment and persisting in a widespread of passive resistance 
and sabotage. Possessing a practical monopoly on industrial 
technical knowledge, they easily managed to keep themselves, 
in strategic positions and to carry on their nefarious'pro¬ 
gram. The harm they did was immense and the problem they

presented an exceedingly difficult one. But, like so many 
others, this apparently insoluble problem has also been largely 
solved, or, perhaps, dissolved would be a better t£rm. In my 
recent visit economists told me that the studied obstruction-' 
ism by the experts that did so much damage in the past is how % 
about ended. Various factora'have conspired to kill It For 
one thing, the gro#ing strength of the Soviets has Just about 
extinguished the hope among the. industrial specialists for a 
return of the old order, and they We been driven to accept 
halfheartedly If not enthusiastically, the new conditions, and 
to try to make the best of them. Another thing is that the 
revolutionary workers placed at the head of the industries are 
learning the technique of management And the many schools 
are turning out revolutionary technicians, all of which tends 
to break the monopoly of industrial knowledge formerly en- 
Joyed by the old time specialists. Thus the latter arc weak¬ 
ened in their campaign of sabotage. In addition, with the 
growing improvement in industrial organization, the work¬ 
ers are able to check up more closely on the unenthusiastic 
specialists, who have come to have a healthy fear of the punish¬ 
ment meted opt to sabotager*. But in any event, the plague 
of sabotage is greatly diminished, and thns another big obstacle 
in the path of revolutionary Russia’s economic rehabilitation 
ia being swept away, 

Finally, let me mention another problem that created no 
end of difficulty in the early days of the revolution. This was 
the question of developing a sense of industrial responsibility 
among the workers, of making the rank and file realize that 
they had to turn ont the maximum production possible in 
order to lift Russia out of the slough. The task waR to create 
a system of voluntary industrial discipline to take the place 
of the old-time slave-driving method. When I was in Russia 
in 1921, this extremely difficult problem occupied mnch at¬ 
tention. As usual, the pessimists said that it could not be 
solved, as the workers would not work unless they were driven 
to it But this problem, too, is now far on the way to solu¬ 
tion. Efficiency is making rapid strides among the Russian 
workers. This is to be seen on every hand. I might multiply 
instances of it, but my time will npt permit Most of this 
new efficiency comes from the added faith, of the workers in the 
revolution, coupled with the fact that they are now getting 
sufficient food to really enable them to do a good day’s work. 
Where necessary, the workers have not hesitated to introduce 
piece-work and bonus systems to produce better results. The 
Russian workers have learned that there is a world of differ¬ 
ence between these methods when they are voluntarily adopted 
and utilized for the revolution, and when they are forced upon 
the workers by greedy employers seeking only their own pro¬ 
fits. It is the same kind of difference as that between the Red 
Army and the Czar’s Army, and the workers understand it 
thoroughly. The unions are the greatest champions of efficien¬ 
cy. Their working motto is that increased wages must be ac¬ 
companied by increased productivity, a principle that sounds 
strange to unions accustomed to work only under capitalist 
conditions, but one altogether natural under a proletarian 
regime.

That makes Jt easier to understand why Ricola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti are still in the 
shadow of the electric chair, despite cumulative 
proofs of their innocence. 

Massachusetts is a stronghold of the Banking 
interests. It is permeated*by a passionate hatred 
of “foreigners” and of new ideas! That is why 
Sacco and Vanzetti are still imprisoned, though 
witness after witness has confessed perjury. 

Massachusetts is the scene of the Lawrence 
strikes with their orgies of police brutality. It is 
the scene of the Ettor-Giovannitti case. It is a 
state of cheap, exploited, unorganized labor in the 
textile and shoe industries. It is where the Press¬ 
men’s strike was crushed three years ago and the 
telephone strike last year. 

Perhaps that explains why Judge Webster 
Thayer—a flower of New England aristocracy— 
has not yet granted a new trial to 8acco and Van¬ 
zetti when the whole world knows that the orig¬ 
inal trial was a grim farce.

One of the finest things about Russian Industry now is Just 
this spirit of self-imposed discipline. The old coercive meas¬ 
ures are done away with forever. A visitor to toy factory is 
always struck by the fraternal spirit prevailing between the 
workers and the foremen. The conception of a boss or,a 
driver is now unknown in Russian industry, except ss a 
matter of unpleasant history. This democratic, fyatemalism 
that one finds in the industries also runs throughout the 
social life. The workers make no pretense at formal bourgeois 
democracy. They are not so foolish as to expose their new 
society, beaet as it is yet with a thousand weaknesses, to the 
organised attack of a parasitic class to reinstate itself to power. 
But among themselves the realest kind of a democratic spirit 
prevails. Let me give a little illustration of it, which, al¬ 
though not altogether apropos, yet may have some value to 
indicate the general aituation. One day, during a big demon¬ 
stration, when the streets were crowded with people, I saw 
Karl Radck threading his way through the throng. The crowd 
recognised him about the same time that I.did, and without 
a by-your-leave, a dosen men made for him and tossed him 
into the air unceremoniously a score of times. The place was 
never the headquarters of the Communist International, and 
a few minutes later, Budenny, the well-known cavalry gen¬ 
eral, who also was making his way along the street was given 
exactly the same treatment as Radek. Of course both took It 
good'naturedly—it would not have helped them any to do 
otherwise. As for the crowd, they looked upon it as perfectly 
natural, for after all, were not Hndek and Budenny jnst two 
honored comrades of theirs? It was jnst a little incident of 
present-day Russia, but I wondered what would happen in any 
other European capital if a street crowd were to try to 
similarly treat men as prominent in the government as Radek 
and Rndenny. 

R.vival of Industry. 

Consequent upon the solution, or partial solution, of 
the foregoing and many other problems, as well as on the 
improvement of industrial management generally, whiijh is 
in itself one of the supreme problems, the industries are 
gradually being revived. When I was in Russia in 1921, it 
was the common exjiectation that, with the industries so 
completely collapsed, it would take them nt least 10 years 
to make any real showing of recovery. But these lugubrious 
prophecies have been belied by the facts. The progress toward 
rehabilitation has been much more rapid than even the most 
optimistic would have dared to hope three years ago. 

Although listening to statistics is tiresome, still I must 
inflict a few figures upon you nt this point. Comrade Martens 
assembled the latest data for me relative to production, and I 
, want to give you some facts drawn therefrom. Agricultural 
production has now reached about 75% of pre-war quantity, 
as against about 30% at the lowest point of the crisis. Heavy 
industry is now nt about 35% of the pre war rate, nnd light 
industry 60%. Industry as a whole is producing at approx¬ 
imately 45% of the pre-war standard. Compare this as against 
a general prodnetion of 12%. which was the rate nt the depth 
of the industrial crisis in 1921. In various industries making 


typical showings, the following result, have been produced: 

Industry 1021-22 1022-23 Gains 

Coal mined, 600,000,000 poods, 653,000,000 poods, 11% 

Coal coked, 6,000,000 poods, 10,000,000 poods, 216% 

Oil extracted, 224,000,000 poods, 317,000,000 poods, 40%

Iron smelted, 10,477,000 poods, 18,332,000 poods, 75% 

Metal working, 46,181,000 ruble., 66,058,000 rubis., '47% 
Textiles, 157,000,000 rnbls., 165,000,000 rubis., 68% 

In 1923, say. Resnikov, another economist, production 
increased on an average about 60% over 1922. Many of the 
industries ran far ahead of the program set for them. Not 
only la production in general increasing, but so is the efficiency 
of the individual workers. In the textile industry last year, 
for example, the output per worker Increased 17% oyer that 
of the previous year. Other Industries made similar showings. 
Besides, the amount of coal burned per given quantity of pro¬ 
ducts is rapidly decreasing, and other vital economies are 
being made, due to the better methods employed and to the 
healthier condition of industry generally. Comrade Martens 
gave me another official statistical table, relating to 20 basic 
industries and indicating the progress being made in various 
directions.

All these figures, which I hope you have followed, prove 
conclusively that Russian industry is mastering its stupendous 
problems and is decidedly on the upgrade. But it is still weak 
and faced with enormous difficulties. One of these is to re¬ 
vive the peasant market, for the peasants, deprived of indus¬ 
trial products for so many years, have gone back largely to 
primitive methods of home prodnetion. Kamenev says that 
where the peasants bought 22 ruble, worth of commodities 
before the war they now buy only 6 rubles worth. The Com¬ 
munists are not overlooking this important problem. They 
are working diligently to win the poor peasants’ support by 
increasing their consuming capacity and then by furnishing 
them the commodities necessary to satisfy it But the great¬ 
est problem now confronting Russian industry is to provide 
sufficient capital to operate the industries. Large sums of 
money are required to rehabilitate the old industries and to 
found new ones. But if this is not forthcoming in the near 
future by means of loons in the foreign countries, it will even¬ 
tually be raised anyhow by Russian industry itself. Given 
a few more years’ time, the Russian workers, in spits of the 
broken down state of their industry and its exceedingly meagre 
and primitive condition at the best, will develop an indus¬ 
trial system and a degree of prosperity that will surprise the 
world. As time goes on and each gain reacts upon the whole 
system, the present tempo of improvement is bound to increase. 
The existing condition shows that the Russian workers are 
definitely mastering the very greatest problem of the revo¬ 
lution, that of reorganizing the industries upon a proletarian 
basis.

P N years ago the great war broka upon the world. Today another 
world war I* an imminent prospect. The workers were opposed to 
the last war. But In spite of their opposition they were led unresistingly 
to the slaughter, and for four years tney killed and maimed one another 
at the orders of their capitalist rulers. Millions of workers lost their lives, 
more millions were crippled, while women and children suffered un¬ 
recorded misery. Wealth, of such extent that the Imagination falters 
before the vast sums, was destroyed in the mad struggle Tor rulership of 
the world's markets. 

Bunding before the prospects of the new world war, what have the 
workers learned from their bitter experience In the last one? 

The first lesson of the world war is the shameless betrayal of the 
labor leaders, the socialists and union officials. 

The first lesson that the workers have to learn from the world war 
it that the socialists, who took an anti-war position In the resolutions 
of the various international congresses before the war, shamelesslv be¬ 
trayed the trust that had been placed In them by the masses of the 
workers.

Ther* LaGuardia, 
th* republican, who has b*«n trailing th* LaFollette band 
wagon, is already in congress in the strongest socialist dis¬ 
trict. Under their own policy the socialists will b* compelled 
to swallow LaGuardia as they have swallowed th# "LaFol¬ 
lette and Whieler" ticket. 

Under their own policy the socialists will evtrywher* be 
compelled to work for the election of old partyites. This is 
shown to be doubly true since it is working out in practice 
that the LaFollette forces are everywhere declaring war on 
the Farmer-Labor Ptfrt^ movement. 

This was shown in ths attack of the LaFollette follow¬ 
ing, at the Minnesota Federation of Labor Convention, 
against the idea of independent political action. 

It was shown in the refusal of the Conference for Pro¬ 
gressive Political Action, in Montana, to endorse Farmer- 
Labor Party officials, already in office, for re-election. 

It was even slapped into the face of Morris Hillquit, 
himself, when Thomas E. Ryan, the New York state legis¬ 
lative agent of the railroad brotherhoods, sent out the call 
for the meeting of the New York Conference for Progressive 
Political Action, to be held In Albany, August 16. without 
even inviting Hillquit and his fellow socialists to attend. 

The fact that the national office of the Conference for 
Progressive Political Action, at Washington, appointed Mor¬ 
ris Hillquit, Gilbert E. Rowe and Thomas E. Ryan a* a com¬ 
mittee to call a full convention, does not change the situa¬ 
tion. Even suicides are given the last chance of a hurry-up 
rush to the hospital.

Heard by Big Crowd

NEW YORK. July 25 —The Ruaslan 
revolution has met Its severest tests 
and fought Its way thru to victory, 
William Z. Foster, chairman of the 
Workers party and Its presidential 
candidate, declared to a cheering 
mass meeting of New Yorkers. Fos¬ 

ter, who has recently returned from 
a six weeks' visit to Russia, described 
the Improvement of condition* there 
today as contrasted to the situation 
as ho saw It in that country In 1921. 

As a result of the Russian success 
he predicted victory for the world re¬ 
volution: "The Russian working class 
have smashed a great breach In the 

wall of International capitalism. The

He described how the gov¬ 
ernment had overcome tho counter-re¬ 
volutionary Allied Invasions, civil war 
and foreign blockade.

speaker. He stressed the great 
achievement of the government Itj 
balancing the budget and stabilising 
the ruble.

The “Pittsburgh Plus” Decision 



After five years of legal dickering, the Federal 
Trade Commission has declared that the "Pitts¬ 
burgh Plus” system of price ftxiug in steel must 
go. The decision is aimed at the United States 
Steel Corporation. 

Under the orders of the Commission, the United 
States Steel Corporation and its subsidiaries are 
directed to abandon the present system under 
which prices, on rolled steel, products manufac¬ 
tured nt nnd shipped from their plants, outside of 
Pittsburgh, are quoted at a Pittsburgh base price 
plus an amount equivalent to what the railroad 
freight charge would be from Pittsburgh to the 
customer's destination, if these products were 
Actually shipped from Pittsburgh. Under thi- 
scheine the Corporation pays only the freight 
charges on the products from their mills to the 
customer who in turn is compelled to pay the 
freight from Pittsburgh. 

It baB been estimated that the Steel Corpora¬ 
tion pocketed an additional fifty to seventy-live 
million dollars in profits unuuully thru this pro¬ 
cedure. The independent concerns in the Chicago- 
Gary steel district are rejoicing. Likewise, the 
farm users of steel welcome the decision. 

Cut is there really u substantial basis for con¬ 
sidering this decision a blow against the Steel 
Trust Wo think not. The shares of the United 
States Steel Corporation showed no sign of weak¬ 
ness or disturbance in response to the decision. 
Fof one tiling the decision is not finnl. The big 
steel interests have not yet consulted the courts 
on this matter. Should they decide to take the 
issue to the courts, it will very likdly be years be¬ 
fore the outcouio is reached. Then, today, “Pitts¬ 
burgh plus” is very much less of a steel market 
factor than it has boon in many years. The acute 
depression in the steel industry is working against 
its playing a decisive role in the steel market. 

At best the decision of the Federal Trade Com 
mission is a very small victory for the independent 
steel corporations. The farmers and other steel 
consumers will derive insignificant benefits, if any 
at all, when the decision becomes final at Borne 
date in the indefinite future. 


Democracy*s Blessings 

Time and again we are called to order when 
we criticise and expose the true nature of the 
government We are then told that the blessings 
of “democratic suffrage” are incalculable^ 

The country will soon participate in a national 
election of greater significance than any to date. 
There are three so-called major candidates and six 
so-called minor candidates, for the presidency. 
Eight out of the nine candidates stand for the 
perpetuation of capitalism in some form or other. 
Only one candidate, Comrade Foster, the standard- 
bearer of the Workers Party, is fighting fbr the 
complete abolition of capitalism and is propagat¬ 
ing the necessity for the establishment of a Com¬ 
munist order. 

How many are going to vote 7 How many will 
participate in the coming elections? If we are to 
accept the results of the last seven elections as a 
criterion, then we can look forward to perhaps 
only half of America’s citizens participating in the 
November balloting. 

In 1896, when Bryanlsm was at its height and 
when American imperialists were making their 
first flagrant attempt, only eighty per cent of‘the 
potential'Dotcre cast their ballots. In 1900, the 
proportion fell to seventy-three per cent; in 1908 
to sixty-six per cent; in 1912, with Roosevelt at 
his loudest, to sixty-two per cent, and in 1920, the 
first election after the war, to less than fifty per 
cent. In the non-presidential elections, the num 
ber of voters is even smaller. 

Why is there a steadily decreasing piroportion 
of potential voters? The fact of the matter is 
that the great mass of workers and farmers have, 
in recent years, been developing a deep disgust 
with capitalist parliamentarism, -with the democ¬ 
racy of the two big capitalist parties. Then, there 
are residential restrictions and employment con¬ 
ditions preventing potential voters from exercis¬ 
ing their rights. 

The decreasing proportion of voters Is only more 
proof of the URelessness, of the Inefficiency of capi¬ 
talist democracy as a test, as a gauge of the opin¬ 
ions and desires of the great moss of the popula¬ 
tion. The very bicameral system, the artificial 
geographical basis of representation, in Itself tends 
to diminish the ability of the workers and dis¬ 
possessed farmers to register accurately their 
voice. 

Only when the workers and farmers vote as they 
work, vote thru their occupations in the mines, 
the mills, on the railroads and on the land, will 
there be genuine—proletarian—democracy in the 
country.

“Law and Order” 

The Southern Illinois JCu Klux Klan mobs are 
ickle. Three Negroes arrested near Mound City. 
Illinois, “suspected” of killing a white girl, twice 
narrowly escajied death at the hands of the Kti 
Klux Klan mob. A company of Illinois militia 
a as rushed to tlfe scene, and the Negroes were 
moved from Villn Ridge, out of the clutches of the 
Klan mob. to the Mound jail, where another Klan 
mob formed. They were then moved by-the sheriffs 
to Mound City, the mob, howling for blood, follow- 
j ing in autos. 

“The witness to the crime was unable to identify 
the Negroes,” news dispatches tell us. Despite this 
fact, the Klan mob later in the day again threat¬ 
ened the lives of these innocent men, thirsting for 
blood, calling for. “justice.” 

This same Klan mob, however, which was aug 
mented by respected citizen* from West Frankfort, 
Illinois, allows O. 1’. Uozarth to remain on the 
police force of that town, after brutally murder¬ 
ing twenty-oue year old Boris Popovsky. Popov- 
sky was not arrested for robbery. He was hailed 
to court accused of driving a bakery truck too fast. 
Boznrth evidently did not like Popovsky’s looks 
so he brutally clublied him to death under the 
nose of the judge, liozarth is now out on bail, 
which is said to have been put up by the Ku Klux 
Klan. He is still on the police force at latest ac¬ 
counts, altjjo charged with murder. 

But Popovsky happens to be a Communffl? 
The Southern Illinois Kit Klux Klan lynchers do 
not howl for the policeman's blood. In the name 
•f law and order it is all right to murder Commun- 
-is. It iB time the miners of Southern Illinois 
iiped out the disgraceful practices of Ku Kluxers 
-ho are operating in Southern Illinois.

The Bankers Have Three Parties

Rising Wa g ta T rad* Unions. 

The essence of present-day Russia is that production ia 
carried on not to line the pockets of a few social parasites, 
but for the benefit of all the workers. Consequently, as indus¬ 
try revive* and produces a greater mass of goods, naturally 
the workers get the benefit of it in a higher standard of 
living. General wage increases have followed the increase in 
industrial production. Whereas in all other countries, the 
workers hve suffered heavy reductions in wages and lengthen¬ 
ings of the workday, in Russia alone have wages gone up and 
the eight honr day been maintained. This fact speaks el¬ 
oquently for the new society. The average wage Increase for 
all Russian industries In 1923, was 26%. As compared with 
pre-war standards, wage rates in various Industries are as 
follows: metal 52%, textile 82%, mines 38%, chemicals 75%, 
printing 73%, food 113%, leather 92%, paper 100%, wood 
80%, railways 46%. In Moscow the workers of all classes 
earn on an average 93% of pre-war rates, and In Leningrad 
they earn 83%. The wages for all classes of workers through¬ 
out Russia are now about 65% of the pre-war average, and 
they are constantly and rapidly rising. 

Corresponding to the imppovement In industry and the 
wages of the workers, the trade unions are making definite 
progress in many essential respects. One is a substantial in¬ 
crease in membership. On January 1st, 1923, the unions 
totalled 4,546,000 members; on Jjpuory 1st, 1924, the figure 
amounted to 5,621,000. Tha unions actually engaged in In¬ 
dustry, except transport, gained 35% In membership. Prior 
to the Introduction of the New Economic Policy, In 1921, 
membership in the unions was virtually compulsory. Now 
it is entirely upon a dues paying, voluntary system. Fully 
97% of all workers belong to the unions. Approximately 85% 
of them are financially in good standing in their organizations. 
At least 90% of the total trade union membership works under 
collective agreements. Of the industrial disputes that havs 
developed, nearly all of which were settled without strikes, 
only 7% were settled in favor of the employers, which in most 
cases is the State. The unions are developing their educa¬ 
tional work extensively. For this work they Lave organized 
1562 cultural clubs, of which there are 1,000 located in the 
factories. In 1923, 160,000 illiterate workers were taught to 
read and write in the trade union schools. There are 0811 irade 
union physical culture societies. 

• Unsmploymsnt. 

As I stated earlier in my talk, the, solution of some of 
the old problems confronting the revolution, has given birth 
to new problems. One of these is unemployment It may 
seem strange at first blush that there should be unemploy¬ 
ment in a country where the capitalist system has been 
killed. But such Is the ease, and for perfectly understand¬ 
able reasons. Let me explain them briefly. In 1921 there 
wsb practically no unemployment in Russia, though there was 
not much industry either. Bat the number of unemployed 
workers throughout Russia ia now estimated to bo about 
1,000,000. The number has been increased for the past year. 
Strangely enough, the number of employed has been growing 
rapidly at the same time that the army of unemployed is 
increasing. In nine months, from February to October of 
1923, the total number of workers engaged In the state in¬ 
dustries increased 10%. 

The apparent contradiction of the army of the unemployed 
growing simultaneously with the army of the employed, is 
easily explained. The fact is that new supplies of workers 
are being assembled faster than the expanding industriea 
can absorb them. Hence the growth of the number of 
unemployed, in spite of the progressive opening of the fac¬ 
tories. The unemployed are coming from many sources. One 
factor is the reciassing of the proletariat that I mentioned 
earlier; that is to say, the coming back to the cities of large 
numbers of workers who left them for the country during the 
period of the greatest economic crisis. These returning work¬ 
ers help to swell the ranks of the unemployed. Then there 
were the demobilization of the army and the elimination of 
great numbers of needless office workers and bureaucrats 
from the state industries and government institutions in order 
to balance the state budget. Also there is the proletarian- 
izing of the old burgeoisie, the forcing down into the ranks of 
the workers of the remnants of the former ruling class. And 
finally, to mention only a few of the more important factors, 
the official list of the unemployed is swollen by. the registra¬ 
tion of all kinds of doubtful social elements, Nepmen and 
others, who register as unemployed in order to get the pro¬ 
tection and advantages of being a worker-citizen. These ad- 


▼aatagas are many and great For one thing, there is the on- 
employed benefits, of which I shall speak in a moment Then 
there are the various rebates that the workers receive. For 
example, an unemployed worker gets his rent free, or practical¬ 
ly *o, while a Nepman may pay, for similar lodgings, as much 
rent as half a dozen families of employed workers. Naturally, 
the Nepmen and their ilk will not do this if they can possibly 
avoid it, so they make every effort to register as unemployed 
workers. Not all the purgings of the list can free them entirely 
from these cheats, of whom, even in Russia, there are still 
many. The trade union officials state that of the unemployed 
only about 35% are nnion members, which means, as practical¬ 
ly all real workers are trade unionists, that large numbers of 
the unemployed have only slight real connections with Indus¬ 
try. The latest figures show that only 8% of the total union 
membership is unemployed. 

It ia noteworthy that the unemployment in Rnssia is not 
smashing the wage scales, as always happens in capitalist 
countries during “hard times.” The verification of this fact 
is furnished byithe figures cited earlier on wage increases. The 
explanation is that in Russia, wage rates are not based upon 
how little the workers can be driven to accept, but upon the 
revolutionary principle of an equitable division of the total 
wealth produced and available for distribution among the 
workers. Present-day Russia presents the anomolons picture 
of rapidly increasing wage rates and a growing army of un¬ 
employed. 

The only cure for the unemployed problem now vexing 
Russia will come when the expanding industries catch up with 
the increasing supply of workers, which, if present indications 
are valid, will not tie very long. In the meantime, however, 
the 8tate, recognizing the right of the workers to either re 
mnnerative work or free sustenance, has developed an elaborate 
insurance Institution. The law forbids the workers contribut¬ 
ing anything to this fund. The insurance applies to work¬ 
ers thrown out of work for any cause. The following official 
table shows not only the extent to which unemployed work¬ 
ers are taken care of, but especially the great improvement 
that ia taking place in the insurance rates. The table indicate* 
the percentage of wages paid to the unemployed.

In Conclusion. 

Has what I have said conveyed the impression that every¬ 
thing is rosy in Russia? I hope not, for I have not wanted 
it to do so. Living conditions are still difficult, so much so 
that Americans compelled to bear them would soon cry quits. 
But the important fact is that they are a tremendous improve¬ 
ment over the frightful conditions which prevailed a few 
years ago. It is this improvement which shows the progress 
of the Russian revolution to sucress and which encourages the 
workers to still greater efforts. Bad off as the workers still 
are, all they have to do is to think back to the civil war. fam¬ 
ine, plague, and starvation that marked the early stages of 
their death struggle with capitalism, and then their present 
evils seem light in comparison. They know full well that if 
they could overcome those awful conditions and bring indus¬ 
try to its present improved condition, they will also be able to 
vanquish the comparatively simpler problems now ronfronting 
them and to carry the revolution on to final and complete 
succesa. 

The way taken by the Russian working class has been 
a long, hard, uphill struggle. It has tried the last ounce of 
their courage and endurance. But hard ns it has becu, it is 
the load that the whole world’s working class must travel. 
Capitalism has had its day. It cannot be patched up and 
made livible for the workers, whether the patching is done by 
a Rompers,• who frankly admits that he wants to perpetuatp 
the present system, or or by a Ilillquit, who hypocritically 
tells the workers that he is establishing Socialism. The cap¬ 
italist system must be abolished root and branch, and the 
Russian working class have shown the workers of the world 
how to do it The Russian revolution unquestionably still 
has many great battles to fight. A thousand difficult prob 
lems yet remain to be solved, and no longer is the matchless 
leader, I^nln, at hand to help solve them. But the revolu¬ 
tion will live, and as it establishes and fortifies itself, it will 
be an ever greater stimulus and inspiration for the inter¬ 
national working class.

Against the Next War 

War la brewing In Europe and J. P. Morgan, 
the ruler of the United State*, la *tirrlng the 
cauldron. When it breaks, thl* country will be 
playing a leading role, even tho.the first move* may 
be made by puppet*, responding the strings from 
Wall Street The London Conference, the presence 
In Europe 'of two members of the Cabinet together 
with Morgan and his agents, the American partici¬ 
pation in efforts to wring "reparations” from Ger¬ 
many, the squabble with Japan, the revolt* in 
South American countries, the presence of Amer¬ 
ican armed forces in small countrle* of the Car- 
ribean and South America—all these are but a few 
symptoms of the boiling forces of war that are 
preparing to burst forth. 

The working class is still, in its majority, blindly 
following the same traitorous leaders who de¬ 
livered them to the capitalist class during the 
last war. Lulled by the pacifist phrase of the so¬ 
cialists and trade union bureaucrats, the rank and 
file workers are again being led to the slaughter, 
to fight for Morgan’s billions. They have not yet 
learned that “pacifism," the poison of non-resist¬ 
ance, is one of the most potent weapons of the 
war-lords. 

Thera is but one center of resistance to the next 
world-slaughter that capitalism is preparing—that 
is the Communist International and the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics. Holding one-sixth of 
the earth’s surface in the hands of the workers, 
uniting in fraternal solidarity with the awakened 
workers all over the world in the ranks of the Com¬ 
munist International, determined and prepared 
to defend themselves against all the forces of capi¬ 
talism, including the capitalist armies, it is the 
Russian working class that holds out the one prom 
lse of peace to the workers of the world. 

There is no hope of peace, is the wordy phrases 
of middle-class pacifism. Against the brutal pow¬ 
ers of capitalism, the workers must be prepared 
to organize their own power, to answer blow ^ith 
blow.

Why is there a steadily decnasing proportion 
of potential voters? The fact of the matter i* 
that the great mass of worken and farmer* have, 
in recent yean, been developing a deep disgust 
with capitalist parliamentarism, with the democ¬ 
racy of the two big capitalist parties. Then, there 
are residential restrictions and employment con¬ 
ditions preventing potential voters from exercis¬ 
ing their rights.

The “Pittsburgh Plas” Decision 

After five years of legal dickering, the Federal 
Trade Commission has declared that the “Pitts¬ 
burgh Plus” system of price fixing in steel must 
go. The decision is aimed at the United States 
Steel Corporation. 

Under the orders of the Commissioiu tho United 
States Steel Corporation and its subsidiaries are 
directed to abaudon the present system under 
which prices., on rolled steel, products manufac¬ 
tured at ami shipped from their plants, outside of 
Pittsburgh, are quoted at a Pittsburgh ha.se price 
plus an amount equivalent to what the railroad 
freight charge would be from Pittsburgh to the 
customer's destination, if these products were 
actually shipped from Pittsburgh. Under thi- 
scheme the Corporation pays only the freight 
charges on the products from their mills to the 
customer who in turn is compelled to pay the] 
freight from Pittsburgh. 

It has been estimated that the Steel Corpora-j 
tion pocketed an additional fifty to seventy-live 
million dollnrs in profits anuually thru this pro¬ 
cedure. The independent concerns in the Chicago- 
Gary steel district ure rejoicing. Likewise, the 
farm users of steel welcome the decision. 


The Southern Illinois Kn Klur Klan mobs are 
ickle. Three Negroes arrested near Mound City. 
Illinois, “suspected” of killing a white girl, twice 
narrowly escaped death at the hands of the Ku 
Klux Klan mob. A company of Illinois militia 
was rushed to tile scene, and the Negroes were 
moved from Villa Ridge, out of the clutches of the 
Klan mob, to the Mound jail, where another Klan 
mob formed. They were then moved by the sheriffs 
to Mound City, the mob, howling for blood, follow¬ 
ing in autos. 

“The witness to the crime was unable to identify 
the Negroes,” news dispatches tell us. Despite this 
fact, the Klan mob later in the day again threat¬ 
ened the lives of these innocent men, thirsting for 
blood, calling for “justice.” 

This same Klan mob, however, which was aug¬ 
mented by respected citizens from West FrankfoTt, 
Illinois, allows O. P. Bozarth to remain on the 
police force of that town, after brutally murder¬ 
ing twenty one year old Boris Popovaky. Popov- 
sky was not arrested for robbery. He was hailed 
to court accused of driving a bakery truck too fast. 
Bozarth evidently did not like Popovsky’s look* 
so he brutally clubbed him to death under the 
nose of the judge. Bozarth is now out on bail, 
which is said to have been put up by the Ku Klux 
Klan. He is still on the police force at latest ac¬ 
counts, altl^o charged with murder.

Tlic Southern Illinois Ku Klux Klan lynchers do I 
not howl for the policeman’s blood. In the name I

Rising Wag — T rade Unions. 

The eaaence of present-day Russia 1* that production 1* 
carried on not to line the pocket* of a few social parasite*, 
but for the benefit of all the workers. Consequently, — indus¬ 
try revive* and produce* a greater mas* of goods, naturally 
the worker* get the benefit of it in a higher standard of 
living. General wage increase* have followed the increase in 
industrial production. Where— in all other countries, the 
workers hve suffered heavy reduction* in wage* and lengthen¬ 
ings of the workday, in Russia alone have wages gone up and 
the eight hour day been maintained. This fact speaks el¬ 
oquently for the new society. The average wage increase for 
all Russian industries in 1923, w— 26%. As compared with 
pre-war standards, wage rates in various Industries are — 
follows: metal 62%, textile 82%, mines 38%, chemicals 75%, 
printing 73%, food 118%, leather 92%, paper 100%, wood 
80%, railways 46%. In Moscow the workers of all classes 
earn on an average 93% of pre-war rates, and in Leningrad 
they earn 83%. The wages for all classes of workers through¬ 
out Russia are now about 65% of the pre-war average, and 
they are constantly and rapidly rising. 

Corresponding to the improvement in industry and the 
wage* of the workers, the trade unions are making definite 
progress in many essential respect a One is a substantial in¬ 
crease in membership. On January 1st, 1923, the unions 
totalled 4,646,000 members; on Jjfiuary 1st, 1924, the figure 
amounted to 5,021,000. The unidns actually engaged in in¬ 
dustry, except transport, gained 86% in membership. Prior 
to the Introduction of the New Economic Policy, in 1921, 
membership in the unions was virtually compulsory. Now 
it is entirely upon a dues paying, voluntary system. Fully 
97% of all workers belong to the unions. Approximately 85% 
of them are financially in good standing in their organizations. 
At least 90% of the total trade union membership works under 
collective agreements. Of the industrial disputes that have 
developed, nearly all of which were settled without strikes, 
only 7% were settled in favor of the employers, which in most 
case* is the State. The unions are developing their educa¬ 
tional work extensively. For this work they Lave organized 
1582 cultural clubs, of which there are 1,000 located in the 
factories. In 1923, 160,000 illiterate workers were taught to 
read and write in the trade union school*. There are 689 trade 
union physical culture societies. 

• Unemployment. 

As I stated earlier in my talk, the solution of some of 
the old problems confronting the revolution, has given birth 
to new problems. One of these is unemployment It may 
seem strange at first blush that there should be unemploy¬ 
ment in a country where the capitalist system has been 
killed. But such is the case, and for perfectly understand¬ 
able reasons. Let me explain them briefly. In 1921 there 
was practically no unemployment in Russia, though there was 
not much industry either. But the number of unemployed 
workers throughout Russia is now estimated to be about 
1,000,000. The number has been increased for the past year. 
Strangely enough, the number of employed has been growing 
rapidly at the same tim* that the army of unemployed is 
Increasing. In nine months, from February to October of 
1923, the total number of workers engaged in tho state in¬ 
dustries increased 10%. 

The apparent contradiction of the army of the unemployed 
growing simultaneously with the army of the employed, is 
easily explained. The fact is that new supplies of workers 
are being assembled faster than the expanding industries 
can absorb them. Hence the growth of the number of 
unemployed, in spite of the progressive opening of the fac¬ 
tories. The unemployed are coming from many sources. One 
factor is the reclassing of the proletariat that I mentioned 
earlier; that is to say, the coming back to the cities of large 
numbers of workers who left them for the country during the 
period of the greatest economic crisis. These returning work¬ 
ers help to swell the ranks of the unemployed. Then there 
were the demobilization of the army and the elimination of 
great numbers of needless office workers and bureaucrats 
from the state industries and government institutions in order 
to balance the state budget.

For one thing tho decision is not final. The big 
steel interests have not yet consulted the courts 
on this matter. Should they decide to take the 
issue to the courts, it will very likely be year* be¬ 
fore the outcome is reached. Then, today, “Pitts¬ 
burgh plus” is very much less of a steel market 
factor than it' has been in many years. The acute 
depression in the steel industry is working against 
its playing a decisive role in the steel market. 

At best the decision of the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission is a very small victory for the independent 
steel corporations. The farmers and other steel 
consumers will derive insignificant benefits, if any 
at all, when the decision becomes final at some 
date in the indefinite future.

TODAY, th# biggest new* gtory spread over tbs pages of 
I the Amerio&n dally prssa It the account of the Franks 
murder trial. 

I sat thru last Saturday's aesslon of the effort of the 
state’s attorney of Cook County (Chicago) to send two 
young Jaws, Nathan F. Leopold, Jr., and Richard Losb, to 
the gallows. 

e • e . • 

These two young Jews murdered a Jewish boy, 14-year- 
old Robert Franks. And there are Jews backing State's At¬ 
torney Robert E. Crowe; principally Jacob Franks, the 
father, and “Sammy" Ettleson, the republioan politician, 
friend of the Franks family. 

I met Kate Richards OTlars, editor of “The Vanguard," 
who served her "time" in the Missouri State Penitentiary, 
at Jefferson City, Mo., at tho trial. Mrs. O'Hare went to 
prison because her state of mind refused to permit her to 
support America's entry in the war. 

She thinks that this trial will offer an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity to study the mental twist that caused these two 
young men to commit murder. She doesn’t believe that 1 
their necks ought to be. put into a noose until they are 
dead. She thinks they ought to be permitted to live as 
laboratory subjects for experiment and study. 

It doesn't make much difference to me what becomes 
of these two young men, central figures in the latest news¬ 
paper sensation. The DAILY WORKER has published very 
little about this trial, because it was felt the space was 
needed for other matter. The parasite sons of multi-mil¬ 
lionaires have been up for murder before. They usually win 
their freedom. Sometimes liberty comes after a long fight, 
as in the case of Harry Kendall Thaw, but usually the dollar 
wins a speedy victory. Everyone remembers the unpunished 
murder of a young sailor by Walter Ward, the dissolute son 
of the "Bread Trust" magnate. 

But two figures at the trial that interested me were 
Jacob Loeb. uncle of the young confessed murderer, Richard 
Loeb. and Albert H. Loeb. 

I thought that Jacob Loeb and Albert H. Loeb should 
have been on trial, with a broad spread of publicity, instead 
of Richard Loeb and Nathan Leopold. 

Richard and Nathan have not yet grown old enough 
to do more than help spend their father's money. They are 
in a position to become idle parasites for the rest of their 
days. 

But what are the crimes of Jacob Loeb and Albert H. 
Loeb? 

"Jake" Loeb is best known as one of the blackest 
reactionaries who ever held public office in the city of Chi¬ 
cago. As president of the Chicago Board of Education he 
did his utmost to serve big business, especially in the effort 
to smash the Chicago Teachers' Federation, the labor union 
of the public school teachers. 

Albert H. Loeb is the vice-president and treasurer of 
the openshop Sears, Roebuck A Co., probably the world's 
greatest mail order house, that loots the farmers out of mil¬ 
lions in profits each year. 

Nathan Leopold and Richard Loeb committed their 
criminal deed upon one of their own class. Jacob Franks, 
the father of the murdered boy insists he will have hjs 
“revenge." 

But what of the "revenge" that is due the tens and 
hundreds of thousands who have suffered thru the crimes 
of "Jake" Loeb, uncle of Richard, and Albert H. Loeb. 

The Chicago Teachers' Federation was a bulwark in 
defense of the interests of Chicago's school children, by far 
the greater part of them the children of the workers. 
"Jake" Loeb crippled its effectiveness. “Jake" Loeb was 
the friend of the tax dodgers, the multi-millionaire tax 
dodgers, who escaped millions in taxes that should have 
gone toward the education of Chicago's workingclass school 
children. The result: children stunted in mind, unable to 
fight the uneven struggle for existence under capitalism; 
children growing up ignorant and helpless to aid in fighting 
the battles of their class, servjle slaves under the lash of 
the capitalist masters. Chicago's school children point the 
finger of guilt at "Jake" Loeb, charging him with being 
one among many, under the present big business rule of 
Chicago's school system, guilty of helping to continue the 
existence of Chicago's firetrap, unsanitary, disease-breeding 
schools. But "Jake" Loeb is called before no court to 
answer for these crimes against the tender bodies and im¬ 
mature minds of workingclass children. They are only the 
wage slaves of tomorrow under capitalism. 

Albert H. Loeb no doubt prides himself upon the 
“system" established by Sears, Roebuck A Co. The work¬ 
ers at "Sears" are mostly boys and girls, young men and 
women. They are drawn into the "Sears" sweatshop early. 
These workers have no union. They take the pitiable wages 
offered them. If the girls a(e lucky and live at home, and 
have a father to help support them, they get along. Other¬ 
wise they go the usual road of the girl whose wages will not 
cover her expenses; how many, at “Sears" each year, no¬ 
body knows. The grinding, ceaseless routine at "Sears" 
stunts minds early, puts youthful ^workers upon the scrap 
heap of industry before they are very far along in years. 
Human flesh is only so much fodder for the great machine 
that the big capitalists behind Sears. Roebuck A Co. have 
built up to win profits for its'stockholders. 

No grand jury has ever sought to measure the crimes 
of "Jake" Loeb and Albert H. Loeb against the working 
class. The labor-baiting state's attorney, Robert E. Crowe, 
will never bring their crimes before a grand jury or into 
court. 

Only the workers and farmers, in the day that they 
establish their Soviet -Rule, will consider these crimes 
worthy of judicial attention. 

I am not so much interested in the verdict that will be 
rendered by Chief Justice John R. Caverly, in his silly black 
robes, dispensing capitalist justice upon the heads of two 
youthful victims of the social order which he uses all his 
power to uphold. 

But I am interested in the fate that the workers ahd 
farmers will mete out to the social order of Judge Caverly 
and State’s Attorney Crowe, and the condemnation that will 
fall upon the heads of its chief upholders like Jacob Loeb 
and Albert H. Loeb.

Of course, France has a few 
arguments along that line, even if not so spec¬ 
tacular, in the way of airplanes, submarines, 
poison-gas, etc. 

Not to be completely silent in the international 
argument going on, the United 8tates orders a 
general mobilization of all citizens of military 
age for September 12th. That, too, is a part of the 
international politics of the day. Persia gives us 
a pretext to think in military terms and develop 
an atmosphere that later can turn against whatever 
country Is necessary. Japan is also handy when¬ 
ever the jingoes need an object upon which to hang 
their propaganda. But the real center 6t the 
argument, for which all tile demonstrations are 
intended, is in London where are gathered the 
diplomats of the great capitalist countries. 

The last time the British Navy held such a re¬ 
view, so we understand, was just before the world 
war, in July 1914. Of course, it is quite unpre¬ 
meditated that this review should come just at 
time of the London Conference. It is quite 
cidental that Mellon and Hughes take their vi 
tions in London at this time, unofficially present 
in England, of course. That Morgan trots in after 
them is unquestionably but a chance phenomenon. 
And if the next war is hatched in London this 
week or next, it is another purely accidental oc¬ 
currence—if one is simple-minded enough to believe 
the legal fictions. 

The Conference in London that is supposed to 
be busy "making peace” and restoring normalcy to 
Europe is in reality a struggle for favorable posi¬ 
tion in the .coming war. Capitalist world-politics 
is fundamentally the same, in peace or war—a 
strungle for profits, for world-markets. When war

At the Philadelphia convention the administ 
tion proposed, as against the left-wing resolution 
calling for endorsement of the St. Paul Convention, 
that the A. C. W. of A. should go to both Cleve¬ 
land and St. Paul. In order to get both right-wing I 
and left-wing support for the straddle, they argued 
that St..Paul might support LaFollette on a “third 
party” ticket, while the A. C. W. wanted a “labor 
party.” Joseph Schlossberg was put forward as 
the spokesman for the point of view that June 17th 
might be suspected of “opportunism.” The del 
egates fell for the trick. 

But it appears that what actually was behind 
the maneuver was the intention to go along with 
the “respectable” elements at any cost. Following 
a well-defined policy of “going around” opposition, 
and leaving it -to fume and fuss nfter the 
the administration took a “left” attitude toward 
8t Paul in order to later join the “right” in adula 
tion of LaFollette as an individual candidate, not 
v only without a semblance of a “labor party” but 
with a mighty poor imitation of even a “third 
party.” 

It may have been a clever maneuver, considered 
from a short-time view.; but in the long 
very poor politics. The Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers would do much better to deal with its 
membership more frankly and openly. It would 
then, even if it took a wrong attitude, contribute 
something to the politicaf education of the 
bership.

Samuel Insull, high Mogul of the power and 
traction interests in Chicago, has decided that his | 
corporations do not control their workers suf¬ 
ficiently. He wants greater efficiency, tighter con¬ 
trol, and—the final objective—greater profits. And 
so he grants a “constitution” to the employes of 
the Northern Indiana Gas and Electric Co., as a 
try-out. If the plan works as expected, it will be 
extended to the other Insull interests. 

The plan is the same “company union" idea 
being used by the International Harvester Co., the 
Steel Corporation, the Standard Oil Co., the Colo¬ 
rado Fuel and Iron Co., etc. It is the same thing 
as the “B. & O. plan” of the railroad unions, 
cept that it does not provide jobs for Wm. 
Johnston and his like. That is, it gives the 
ploye a waste-basket to put bis complaints in, | 
while it urges him on the greater efforts in the 
religious hope that God will take his complaint 
out of the waste-basket and do something about it. 

8o Insull has appointed a "Manager of Industrial 
Relations,” a sort of constitutional dictator, who 
will call meetings of representatives of employes 
and managements, ndopt a “constitution," and 
proceed to govern themselves. 

If there are any disagreements, the company 
management decides what is to be done, while the 
workers appeal to the higher company officials. 
It really is not so much unlike our “constitu¬ 
tional” government where the Supreme Court, 
holding office for life under appointment, has the 
last word. But by handing this “constitution” to 
the workers as a concession, Insull has insulted 
their intelligence. It is not a concession. It is an¬ 
other instrument of exploitation.

SEOUL, Korea.—(By Mail.)—Of avan more intarnational 
Importance than the Japanese-American immigration dispute Is 
the completion of the Slno-Soviet agreement which, aocordlng 
to the Chinese foreign office, ranks as a second-class treaty. To 
the workers of the world this agreement is the most Important 
incident in the East within the last 100 years. Its effect on the 
Occident will be far-reaching, not only diplomatically and finan¬ 
cially, but economically and industrially. The Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, with the direct backing of the student move¬ 
ment in China has struck another telling blow for the economic 
emancipation of the industrial slave. 

Every effort has been and will be made to nullify the 
effect of the agreement. The upholders of imperialism in the 
East recognize the menace to their interests. For the time the 
Soviets are holding a strong hand, but it is not to be expected 
that the financial bandits who Infest China will dislodge their 
plunder without a desperate struggle, and the day may be close 
when the workers of the world will be looked to for assistance.

Wolf*. spok*n at Sunday’* gathering of th* Illinois fore** 
of th* Conference for Progr***lv* Political Action, k*«p ring¬ 
ing in my aart. Banker Wolf* aald: 

"Had th* czar of Rueala listened to the oouneel* of wleo end 
patriotic men, he and hla family wonW.not have suffered the horror* 
of tht murdorout firing tquad.”

That mean*, if it mean* anything, that Banker Wolfe 
would chooae to have a czar still rule over all the Ru*«ia*. 

It mean*. If it mean* anything, that Banker Wolf* 
would choot* to have a kaiser rule over Germany, and he ie 
content with the rule of Czar Morgan In th* United State*. 

All Banker Wolfe would have Ctfcr Morgan do would be 
to accept the “counsel* of wl»e and patriotic m*n,” and 
Danker Wolfe’* idol, right now, 1* Robert Marlon LaFqllette, 
whom he call* “a cautlou*. prudent and oonetruotlve etates- 


Banker Wolf* at*o *ay* that, “Whoever own* or con¬ 
trol* the money and bu*lne*» of a country is in control of 
the government of the country.” But Wolfe doe* not want 
the masses, th* worker* and farmer*, to control th* money 
and business, so they can control the government. No. in 
hi* own word*, he is content with the rule of a Czar 
Nicholas, a Kaiser Wilhelm, an Emperor Morgan, if they 
will only adeept the kind counsel* of a LaFollette. And 
Wolfe’s’ ideal LaFollette is one who would only have “the 
greed of business restrained." 

The tragic joke of It all i* that men like Sidney Hill¬ 
man, president of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America, sits thru this kind of a gathering, that not only 
tolerates but applauds such ideas. 

For Sidney Hillman knows that If LaFollette were 
elected to the White House, and given a majority of the sen¬ 
ate and the house of representatives to boot, Morgan and 
Rockefeller, and Cary, and Schwab would spit in his face 
and jeer at him. If that was not sufficient to cow him, they 
would organize their force*, and run him and his crowd out 
of office at the point of bayonets, and put in their own 
crowd. The idea of a dictatorship of reaction did not origi¬ 
nate when Mussolini took power in Italy. It is as old as 
the world. In the final struggle of the dictatorship of greed 
with the liberating dictatorship of the oppressed, the LaFol¬ 
lettes are always on the side of the czars, the kaisers, the 
emperors. x 

This LaFolJette' of Banker Wolfe gives voice to another 
related hypocrisy, "That we are unalterably opposed to any 
class government, whether it be the existing dictatorship 
of plutocracy or the dictatorship of the proletariat” 

But how does this work out in practice? England's 
LaFollette, Lloyd George, waged the war on Great Britain's 
side for British capitalism. England's present premier, 
MacDonald, is just as much opposed to the dictatorship of 
the proletariat, as is Banker Wolfe and Mr. LaFollette, but 
he upholds the dictatorship of capitalism thruout the British 
Empire at a tremendous cost in human lives and suffering. 
Witness the murders of many men in India, Ireland and 
many other British possessions. 

MacDonald, in England; Harriot,* In France; Ebert and 
Scheidemann, in Germany, would rather destroy the work¬ 
ers’ and farmers' hopes of a successful revolution, thru 
Soviet Rule, than destroy the capitalist system under which 
they are permitted to rule. 

In this way they become the best allies of "corrupt 
business.” They lead.labor into new shambles. 

Communists say, tear the Dawes plan to shreds. The 
Eberts. Herriots and MacDonalds tell the workers to accept 
it, in the name of “peace of democracy,” when, in fact, it 
means the slavery of labor to th* Home of Morgan forever. 

The LaFollette*. once they get power, cease promising 
to give "wise counsel" to the imperialist ruler* and capitalist 
masters. Instead, they begin soft soaping and betraying the 
workers. That was the dirty job of Kerensky, In Russia, of 
the social-democracy in Germany, now of Herriot, in 
France, and.pf MacDonald, in Great Britain, and on the mor¬ 
row of a LaFollette in the United States. 

* * * * 

The Russian exar had plenty of “wise and patriotic 
men" to give him counsel. The workers and peasant* had 
to shake them all from their back* In order to win freedom. 

Big business does not lack LaFollettes. in Germany, in 
France, and in England. Labor will have to dump them 
both, in all these countries, before it can follow in tha foot¬ 
steps of the Russian victory. 

It will be no different in the United States. In the final 
struggle LaFollette and his big business backers, Rawleigh 
and Spreckles, and his little business men supporters, like 
the Chicago banker, Wolfe, will ail be on the side of-the 
black hundreds of corrupt business.

We have no apolo¬ 
gies to offer and no pessimism as to 
the future of American cooperation In 
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Recognizing Soviet Russia 

There is little doubt that during his vacation 
In Europe, the Secretary of State Hughe* will at- j 
tempt to dissuade the various countries from re¬ 
suming normal relations with the Union of So¬ 
cialist Soviet Republics. 

It is apparent that Mr. Hughes, tho speaking 
in behalf of the most powerful financiers in the 
world, will meet with hardship In this venture. 
The fact of the mattei* is that, one by one, the capi¬ 
talist governments are being driven to restoring 
relations with the Soviet Republic. The recogni¬ 
tion tendered Soviet Russia by the conservative 
Swedish government and the MacDonald British 
government; the so-called radical French and 
Danish governments, as well as the imperialist 
Japanese and the Fascisti Italian government* is 
imposing testimony to the increasing power of the 
first workers’ and farmers’ republic. 

The effect of Mr. Hughes' visit to London may 
mean further delay in the Soviet-British confer¬ 
ence. Wielding the bludgeon of the all-powerful 
American dollar, Mr. Hughes may be able to hold 
back the British financiers for a while. That is 
the worst that our Secretary of State can do at 
his best. The Soviet Republic is economically more 
self-contained than its capitalist opponent*. We 
need but recall that Soviet Russia has lived with¬ 
out tangible world economic aid for the last seven 
years. Great Britain, however, must come to an 
understanding with the Soviet Republic in order 
to avoid, at least temporarily, some of the eco¬ 
nomic and political obstacles it is now facing as 
an empire. The British imperialists welcome, at 
this time, a truce with Soviet Russia, not because 
they love the Soviet government but because they 
bear an intense hatred toward it. 

This is the lesson that Mr. Hughes will hare 
painfully impressed upon him during his stay in 
the continental capital*. Before Mr. Hughes re¬ 
turns to Washington he will find that the number 
which have recognised Soviet Russia is continual¬ 
ly increasing. This may bring back Mr. Hughes, 
the Secretary of Oil in our national cabinet, to 
his political senses. Mr. Hughes is today in the 
helpless position of the old King Canute. When 
Hughes returns to Washington he will find his 
administration either splendidly isolated or pre¬ 
paring to swim on with the tide of Soviet Russian j 


The Socialist Campaign 

It is quite entertaining to see the enthusiasm 
with which the socialist party, all 53 of them, en¬ 
ters the campaign for LaFollette and Wheeler. 
And the way in which they go about this support 
presents us with amusing side-lights in the so¬ 
cialist view of politics. 

For instance, we have Eugene Debs, the “revo¬ 
lutionist,” making his first contribution in an ar¬ 
ticle eulogising Mrs. Robert M. LaFollette, osten¬ 
sibly citing the sterling womanhood of that estim¬ 
able dame as a reason why the working class 
should vote for her husband. 

Then there is the Xew Leader, weekly successor 
to the defunct daily, which finds in the nomina¬ 
tion of Wheeler, lawyer from Montana, the touch 
that stamps the “independent'’ campaign with a 
“labor” character. 

Further, the 8. P. of Now York c^ls a “monster 
mass meeting” to ratify their coalition with the 
disgruntled republicans and democrats, and is de¬ 
lighted and surprised to get out the "monster” 
crowd of 483 people. 

The final touch of lndicrousness, if it were not 
rather tragic at the same time, would be given 
by the spectacle of Debs calling upon Vladimir 
Ilyitch Lenin to bless his “strategic retreat.” 
Because Lenin led the retreat of the Russian work- 
era, after the capture of power and to preserve it. 
Debs thinks Lenin would endorse his complete 
surrender without a fight. 

The socialist party conception of the class strug¬ 
gle and class politics is a bizarre and monstrous 
thing. Nothing in the history of the working 
class is comparable to it. 

Morgan is for the Dawes Plan. Coolidge is for 
it Davis is for it LaFollette is silent, but his 
backers are for it. The labor governments, so- 
called, are for it. We suppose, therefore, that 
Debs is for it. Only the Communists call upon 
the working class in every country to fight against 
this measure of enslavement.

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BOSSES BOOST FAKE PROSPERITY 


EXPERTS BLAME CAPITALISM 
FOR MURDER OF FRANKS BY . 
TWO MILLIONAIRE PARASITES 

The capitalist system under which many Ackers turn out 
great profits for a few exploiters is to blame for the murder of 
young Robert Franks.

To be sure, it arouses the French. The French minister 
of war, Nollet, in London, hands in his resignation to Pre¬ 
mier Herriot for the fourth time.

It is very evident that the House of Morgan does not 
want war right now, between France and Great Britain. 
Memories of ten years ago among the great masses of 
Western European workers, are still too vivid. No matter 
+iow keen the rivalries of French and British imperialisms 
may be, the House of Morgan is trying to hold them in 
check. 

For Wall Street fears that new mobilizations in France 
and Great Britain, for new wars, may result in the grand 
mobilization of the working masses against their own gov¬ 
ernments, for the triumph of Workers’ Rule against the 
capitalist rulers at home. 

Then the House of Morgan would be compelled to kiss' 
"Good Bye" to aH its investments in Europe, just as it bade 
farewell to loans made to the czar when the Russian work¬ 
ers and farmers came into power. 

There is good reason why J. Pierpont Morgan is hasten¬ 
ing to Europe. He hears the roll of new war drums on the 
tenth anniversary of the War of 1914. If war comes, it must 
be the war that will mean the end of the House of Morgan.

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Morgan as^ Peacemaker 

Morgan and his agents intervened in the London 
Conference, «e are told, thus preventing a rup¬ 
ture between Great Britain and France. But for 
the holy Morgan we would have war on our hands, 
so the implication runs. This is not a new trick, 
the decking out of the chief war makers with the 
medals of peace, for Morgan is only following il¬ 
lustrious precedents. 

It was the Czar of Russia, bloodiest of all tyrants 
and imperialists, who called the first “disarmament 
conference.’’ lie was hailed as a new “prince of 
peace” by all the silly sentimentalists of the world. 
William Stead, prominent English liberal and 
mystic of that time, wrote a hysterical eulogy of 
the Czar for this move, now recognized as a settled 
tactic of war preparation. 

Wilhelm II, also, was hailed thruout the world 
as the great advocate of peace. The Kaiser was 
decorated, wined, eulogized, by the sycophantic 
press and so-called intellectual elements, by the 
peace societies, and by the muddle-headed, middle- 
class peace lovers of the world. Our own national 
“hero,” Roosevelt, joined in hailing the Hohen- 
zollern as a second Christ. 

Both the Czar and Kaiser, together with their 
adulators of all countries, were among the chief 
war-makers not long after. All their “peace moves” 
were shown to be moves on the checker-board of 
imperialist politics of which war is but an exten¬ 
sion by other means. It is the same with Czar 
Morgpn. Preparing for a new world war, he directs 
hiB journalisticprostitutcs topainthimas the angel 
of peace, standing between the horrified popula¬ 
tion of the world and the threat of war, and hold¬ 
ing out his l>eueficent protection. But today it is 
“old stuff.” The workers of the world know Mor¬ 
gan for what he is. the director of world imperial 
ism. that is driving surely to a new world con 


Negro Emancipation 

In the propaganda for the Garvey project of l 
restoring a “fatherland” for the Negro race In 
Africa, to which all Negroes shall return from all 
over the world, there is a curious mixture of error 
and aonnd insight 

So far as concerns the population of Africa, 
the masses living on that continent and pegform¬ 
ing the labor that makes it one of the great sources 
of wealth of the world, there is no question that 
“self-determination” is the inevitable goal of their 
immediate struggle. The African masses must or¬ 
ganize their own strength and, in alliance with 
the uprising proletarians of the world, throw off 
the chains of capitalist imperialism. 

In the struggle of the colonies for emancipation 
from imperialism, the African people must receive 
assistance not only from the international labor 
movement, they must also .have especial assistance 
from the Negro population thruout the rest of the 
world. 

But this does not solve the problems of the 
millions of Negroes in America. These latter have 
become a part of the American working class. For 
better or for worse, their fate is bound up with 
that of the American proletariat. Just as the 
white worker must learn this lesson and extend the 
hand oJy fellowship to his black brother, so also 
must the Negro learn the futility of the utopian 
i schemes of transporting the millions of his race 
from one continent to another as a solution of their 
problems. The Negro also must learn to think of 
himself as a part of the American working class, 
and extend, in hiB turn, the hand of proletarian 
fellowship to his white brother.

Acting under strict orders from the State Do- 
partmeut, the 1'nited States Chinese ambassador 
Hchurmuu 1ms issued an order prohibiting Araer 
jeans residing in China from discussing frankly 
and freely the conditions in this civil war-torn 
country. <»ur ambassador to China made a special 
trip from l’ekiftg to Shanghai to inform the Amer 
ican organizations in the latter city that Secretary 
of State Ilnghes is displeased with their talk about 
Chinese affairs. The ire of Mr. Hughes was espe¬ 
cially aroused because some of this "unpleasant” 
talk has been reaching the ears of an increasing 
number of people in the United States. 

This is about as outrageous an example of im¬ 
perialism in full flower as can be had. Not only do 
our capitalist rulers stifle the expression of discon 
tent or dissatisfaction at home, but they even go 
so far as to crush all disagreement with their po¬ 
licies abroad. The American constitution may not 
be law in China, or in the other spheres of Yankee 
imperialist influence. Yet the American dollar 
reigns as supreme in China a* in the state of I’enn- 
sylvania or the District of Columbia. 

And here is the immediate cause 1 for Mr. Hughes' 
insisting on Americans residing in China keeping 
their months shut. Under the recently concluded 
Sinn-Soviet treaty, the great Chinese-Russian rail¬ 
way. running thru Chinese territory and financed 
by Russian money, has been restored to its right¬ 
ful owners. China and Soviet Russia. This is the 
railroad that was seized by the imperialist Allied 
brigands when the Soviet Republic was repelling 
the invading counter revolutionary armies. Mr. 
Hughes is now insisting that the Washington con¬ 
ference has decreed a trusteeship of the railway 
f«r the lienelft of foreign creditors. Furthermore, 
Mr Hughes insists that American capitalists have 
n . '..ini to the read because the United States gov¬ 
ernment furnished more than four million dollars 
um-iIi of equipment for it during the Allied occu¬ 
pation. 

Our State Department is now looking for a pre¬ 
tense to fall upon China and punish it for the grave 
crime of restoring peaceful relations with Soviet 
Russia. Some of the Americans residing in China 
seem to think that this railway is a matter of con¬ 
cern only to Soviet Russia and Chinn. Mr. Hughes 
is anxious to prevent such opinions spreading to 
the United States, in order to tie able to put over 
his anti Soviet Russian munnnvres. 

At the rate American imperialism is now mak¬ 
ing headway towards world supremacy, it will not 
be long before the State I>epartnient will attempt 
to muzzle the world. 

C.oolidge says September 12 is not “mobilization, 
day,” but "defense day.”

This was made clear by sec¬ 
retary James Weldon Johnson 
In a statement repudiating the 
story that the N. A. A. O. P. had 
endorsed the Wisconsin sen¬ 
ator. 

Mr. Johnson's statement cites the 
recent Philadelphia contention, where 
the Negro orguuizatipn condemned the 
two old parties as "tho same oppres¬ 
sion under different party names." 
The N. A. A. C. P. secretary then 
quotes the contention declaration of 
political faith urging a new political 
moroment to "glee the American 
Negro and other submerged classes a 
chance to tote more directly for eco¬ 
nomic emancipation from monopoly 
and pritllege and a fairer chance to 
work according to ability, and share 
more equitably In the social Income.

TODAY, shares of gtock In 8«srt, Roebuck A Co. are gell¬ 
ing at $105.00 apiece. That'* good—for Richard Loeb. 
It means that the father, Albert H. Loeb. will have more 
money to epend to save hit aon, now on trial for murder, 
from the noose. 

In hit confession, Loeb declared that the murder of 
young Franke gave him pleasure, AND KEPT HIM BUSY. 
He said: 


Young Loeb't father is vice-pregident and treasurer of 
Sears, Roebuck A Co., also a director. The tens of thou¬ 
sands of "Sears" slaves, and the millions of farmers who 
purchase the “Sears” products, at good prices, quality con¬ 
sidered, have taken care that Loeb. the father, has gotten 
his dividends, to keep hie, especially the ton, Richard, in 
idle luxury.

There is no union in the huge plants of the Sears. Roe¬ 
buck A Co., in Chicago, Seattle, Philadelphia, and Dallas, 
Texas. The workere are not permitted to organize. They 
are forced to toil the long workday, the year thru, in order 
that young Loeb might indulge himself in leisure, as he 
pleated. And he chose to murder to satiate the desire for a 
thrill. 

e • e • 

Both Moody's "Rating Book Service.” (1923), and the 
"Bankers’ and Investors' Manual" (1923-24) declare that 
the Sears, Roebuck A Co. it "considered to be the largest 
mail order house in the world." Because the farmers got 
fairly good price* for their wheat in the war days, the profits 
of Sears, ^Roebuck A Co., in 1919, piled up to $20,082,067.00. 
of which a goodly chunk went to the Loeb family. 

The Loeb family didn't get this because it aided in the 
processes of social production. It it a family of parasites. 
Even the father is reportsd not to have given much attention 
to business for several years. "Vice-presidencies” are usual¬ 
ly decorativ* positions, drawing good salaries, but demand¬ 
ing no exertion. 

Every day 75,000 pieces of mail come into the business 
offices of Sears, Roebuck A Co., from its 6,000,000 custom¬ 
ers. All this mail is handled by young, nerve-wrecked steno¬ 
graphers, file clerks, correspondence clerks, and other 
specialized workers, all straining at their jobs in order to 
turn out the work demanded by "The Sears' System." Boys 
and girls, young men and and young women of the work¬ 
ing class are forced early into the "business machine" in 
order that all the children of Loeb, and all his kind, may 
play thru all their dajfs. 

And the million* of farmers, out over the country, are 
today sweating and toiling, early and late, in the fields, in 
order that they may buy some of the necessities of Iffe, 
from Sears, Roebuck A Co., because “Sears" sells cheap. 
"Sears" can sell stuff cheaply, because the stuff they sell 
is cheap, and they sell in huge quantities, goods made in 
their own factories and shops, also non-union. 

In 1921 the shares of Sears, Roebuck A Co. stock sold 
down to $60 apiece. But now they are up to $105, nearly 
twice as much. The workers and farmers, who make the 
"Sears" stockholders rich don't know what "Sears" stock 
is selling at. They can't give it a single thought. They are 
too busy helping to coin dividend* on that stock, divfdends 
on common stock, dividends on preferred stock, extra stock 
dividends, all the dividends that help make the rich grow 
richer. 

The slaves and victims of “The Sears System", thru 
their toil, kept young Loeb in idleness and in luxury. 

In idleness, young Loeb had to have something to do, 
and so he turned to murder for excitement. 

Young Loeb is now on trial for murder and it is the 
workers and farmers, thru their labors, who are paying for 
the so-called "Million Dollar Defense." 

All this under the social order called "Capitalism”. If 
the workers and farmers like to go on being victimized un¬ 
der this social system, all they have to do is acquiesce. But 
if they want to help abolish this insane system, just as crazy 
as its products, Richard Loeb and Nathan Leopold, then they 
can co-operate with the workers and farmers thruout the 
world, daily increasing in numbers, who are marching for¬ 
ward in the struggle to build the new social order, the Com¬ 
munist Society, where classes will disappear, where all will 
gladly do useful labor, and where no one will turn to wanton 
murder to give a thrill to a life of idle luxury.

The climax was Saxony. It Is abso¬ 
lutely clear to us that what happened 
In Saxony was a banal social demo, 
srntlc comedy. That was declared by 
all Russian Bolsheviks, and I believe, 
also by all Oerman revolutionary work¬ 
ers and real bolsheviks, out of their 
very hearts. From that moment It 
was necessary to call a halt. vTb can¬ 
not plead overestimating the revolu¬ 
tionary possibilities as a Justification 
for what took place In Saxony. That 
would be a cheap argument We can 
nover be absolutely certain of success 
fn, revolution. I say, that It the yevo-' 
lutionary situation of OcL. ISf3 occurs 
again we shall again shout from the 
housetops that the revolution la at 
hand. We have nothing to repent of. 
In October there gathered here the 
representatives of the largest Com¬ 
munist Parties. - No one had a word 
against our presentation of the ques¬ 
tion. Everyone was agreed that we 
must stake on the revolution. The

Judlces of Social Democratic workers. 

That is perhaps an unfortunate way 
ot putting 1L But what Is the follow¬ 
ing description of the Workers' Gov¬ 
ernment?

It you study the resolution of the 
Prague conference you will find 
therein this paragraph: “The Work¬ 
ers' Government can also be a peace¬ 
ful transition to the dictatorship of 
the proletariat It la an attempt by 
the working class-to carry on a work¬ 
ers’ policy by means of bourgeois de¬ 
mocracy supported by proletarian or¬ 
ganisations and proletarian mass 
movsments.” 

I do 
not know It this occurred quite by 
chance or it there Is a plan In It. I 
feel convinced It Is the latter. (Radek:

United Front Tactics Remain Fully

What are the tactics of the United 
Front, what Is the workers’ govern¬ 
ment, and what Is the workers’ and 
peasants' government! It Is no nse 
attempting to scare us. as Comrade 
Radek sometimes did, when he said 
that this Is a revision of almost all the 
previous decisions of the resolutions 
of the IV Congress of the Comintern., 
Why such terrible words! 

We wish only to revise the clumsy, 
careless and wrong clauses which 
Radek smuggled Into the resolution of 
the IV Congress. We wish to render 
them proof against misinterpretation. 
We want to formulate this In such 
a way so that the bricklayer as well 
as the professor may see clearly wbat 
Is being dealt with. We are In favor 
of using the tactics of the United 
Front for winning over the majority 
or the working clasa. The tactics of 
the United Front remain In force as 
before; we stand by the slogan of the 


w ha t R adek has done with it is merely 

to distort it We want to nse this 
watchword as the Russian Revolution 
used It We have Already described 
the application of the watchword of 
the workers' government I Radek: 
“We formed a coalition with the So¬ 
cial Revolutionaries"). We do not 
foreswear the possibility In Europe 
loo of taking Into a Soviet Govern¬ 
ment a chunk of the Social Democracy 
which will break away from the So¬ 
cial Democratic Party and will be in¬ 
clined for a time to support ua This 
is what happened with the left social- 
revolutionists. It was a chunk which 
broke away from the Socialist Revolu¬ 
tionary Party and which was foUowed 
by part of the peasantry. We took 
them in tow. But as soon as they be¬ 
gan to talk the sodal-revolution 1st 
language, we got rid of them. This 
was the correct strategy. But the plan 
of a pact with the social-revolutionary 
and menehevlk pytles after October 
was a mistake. It was a different thing 
at the time of the October revolution, 
when a group of comrades thought It 
possible to form a pact with the social- 
revolutionists and the menshevlks.

War Over Peace Treaty? 

■Will the United States and England go to war 
to settle the dispute over the proper interpreta¬ 
tion of the Washington convention for the limita¬ 
tion of armaments? 

Other war threats are more immediate than this 
one, but stiil this dispute over what the treaty! 
means, containing as it does the seeds of war, is 
very illuminating. It helpa to throw light upon 
the essentially warlike and imperialist nature of 
capitalist government, and discloses the so-called, 
peace treaties for what they are, mere maneuver* 
on the war chess-board. 

Oreat Britain and the United States, among 
other nations, entered into an agreement for the 
limitation of naval armaments. This was supposed 
to stabilize international relations and insure 
peace between the agreeing nations. Out of this 
very agreement (treat Britain finds a serious 
grievance. She complains that the United States, 
in violation of the convention, is changing the 
elevation and range of guns on battleships. A 
formal protest lias been entered at Washington. 

On the other hand. Washington officials take the 
protest very lightly. They announce that they 
"will go ahead with the program," refusing to 
acknowledge that any violation of the treaty is 
involved in the "modernization” of Americnn 
battleships that is being carried out. 

The paragraph in the treaty to which the British 
refer provides that in existing battleships, “No 
alterations in side-armor, in caliber, in number of 
guns, or general tyj>e of mounting shall be per¬ 
mitted.” 

Britain says this prevents “us” from doing 
what “we” do; "we"—which is to say, our capi¬ 
talist masters in Washington who assume to speak 
in our name—say it meanB nothing of the sort 
Well, inasmuch as we don’t agree on what the 
peace treaty means, there seems nothing left but 
to test out tha guns on one another. The one who 
has violated the treaty most effectively will win 
the test and establish his interpretation of it. 

A sense of humor is absolutely necessary in 
dealing with the absurdities of capitalist imperial¬ 
ism. Have a good laugh—but prepare for the next 
conscription act that will soon be picking us up 
for service in “pacifying” Europe. 


Watsons Antics 


The country will soon be treated to another bat¬ 
tle in legal sophistries and abstruse judicial techni¬ 
calities. United States “Beef Trust” Senator Wat¬ 
son of Indiana is on the warpath against the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Investigating Committee. 

Senator I’ouzens of Michigan is insisting that 
tae committee investigating the prohibition unit of 
the Internal Revenue Department continue its 
work during the summer. Mr. Watson, who has 
for years served the packing and other big business 
interests, is doing his best to stifle the investiga- j 
tion in order to save the political face and neck of 
Secretary of the Treasury Andrew W. Mellon. The! 
latter is now vacationing in Europe and laying 
down llie law of the Americnn hankers to Harriot, 
the Belgian Thennis, MacDonald and other Euro- 
pean diplomats at the London Reparations Con- 

A majority of the committee has decided to re 
some the investigation. Senator Watson, who is 
always ready to applaud the sending of troops tof 
break up strikes of miners and railroad workers 
under the guise of preserving law and order, is 
now breaking the law by blocking the investigation 
and by urging witnesses to refuse to testify. The 
Indiana senator would have the country believe 
that the committee has no legal right to investigate 
while Congress is not in session. 

Of course Mr. Watson is simply trying to avoid 
any more truth leaking out about Mellon's shady 
deals. Unmpaign times are not exactly appropri¬ 
ate for exposures of rankness iri republican poli 
tics. Mr. Watson ought t > know. He has been 
steeped in the filthiest brnnd of employing class 
politics for many years. 

But there is something more significant about 
the incident. Congress was elected under the sys¬ 
tem wh'ich we are so ofteb asked to believe sacred 
and inviolable. This Congress appoints a commit¬ 
tee and empowers it to finish a certain piece of 
work. Now Mr. Watic n is planning to call on the 
conrts to choke off the investigation. This is the 
usual style in which such operations are engi¬ 
neered. 

This is the blessed democracy that the workers 
and farmers are asked to worship. This is the way 
in which the "will of the people" is violated by the 
very ones who are supposed to be serving them. 
What a hollow mockery! What n sham the whole 
show is! Senator Watson and his capitalist crew- 
will have their way, without doubt. 

When will the working class have it* way? 
Wien will this fraudulent democracy of the bosses 
be cast overboard? 


Snowden*s Confession 

Of all the dangerous “Bolsheviks" who rode in 
on the tide of the last Labor Party victory in Eng¬ 
land, none waa more feared than Mr. Philip Snow¬ 
den. A shudder went through the spinss of the 
Lombard Street bankere when Snowden waa made 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

But now Mr. Snowden ia no longer a menace or 
a mystery to the British capitalist class. In hla 
new and mighty office Snowden has lost all ear¬ 
marks of a pink labor evangelist or agitator. Ur. 
Snowden has gone over the top for the London big 
business interests. 

For the first three months the Labor Chancellor 
of the Exchequer waa watched cloeely by the 
hawks of London’* -financial alleys. The official 
observers began to nay that Mr. Snowden, the 
labor ngltator, was ns different from Mr. Snowden, 
the Chancellor, ns Mr. Hyde from Dr. Jekyll. Then 
on the eve of his first budget, the British pound 
began to wobble a bit because of the fear that'the 
dreaded capital levy would be advocated. 

The employing class was moat pleasantly dis¬ 
appointed. There was not even the slightest hint 
or mention—by inference or sufferance—of the 
hated levy. Snowden’s letter to (he National Sav¬ 
ings (^ynmittoe was another breexe which was 
hailed by the overlords of English finance as a 
most favorable politico-economic wind. 

Yet the real, “full dresa confession of faith,” aa 
Mr. Roy Hopkins of the Annalist well put it, was 
i"t made by Mr. Snowden until the banquet given 
inuually by the Lord Mayor o^London to himaelf, 
i he bankers, the merchants and the Bank of Eng¬ 
land was held. This was a most auspicious mo¬ 
ment for the Labor Chancellor Snowden to reas¬ 
sure the bankers in these explicit word*: “Altho 
1 belong to a political party which is supposed 
neither to know nor to care anything about the 
national credit. I can nssure you tjint there never 
has been in office a Chancellor of the Exchequer 
who appreciated more highly than I that a Chan¬ 
cellor’s first duty is to do nothing .which will in 
the slightest degree result in a loss of confidence 
in the national credit." 

The British employers know that Mr. Snowden 
is fully aware that the mere possibility of the levy 
mi capital is sufficient to cause another “flight 
of the pound.” His unequivocal words are there¬ 
fore welcomed by them as definitely putting on the 
shelf this tax measure. 

The exploiters of the English working class cor 
tainly have good cause to rejoice. Sir. Snowden is 
doing for them in the name of the Labor I’arty 
what the leader* of the Second International have 
lieon doing for the German, French, Belgian and J 
other capitalists for many vearB. J

His 
bosses, who wanted to make more 
money Belling war goods, didn’t 
care because he got hurt. They 
didn’t care when a lot of the boy’s 
soldier comrades were killed. 

The boy told many of his sold¬ 
ier comrades that they should not 
fight against other men like them¬ 
selves who were in trenches, in 
holes in the earth, not far away. 
The boy said to the soldiers, “We 
are ail working men. We have 
nothing but the hard work to do 
all the time. We have to work all 
day at home for the bosses to 
make them rich while we al¬ 
ways stay poor. „We have to go 
to war and shoot at other work¬ 
ing men.
